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First national study of same- 
sex domestic violence released

C ommunity United Against Violence 
(CUAV) unveiled the first national re¬ 
port on same-sex domestic violence 
Monday, October 6, as a part of Na¬ 
tional Domestic Violence Awareness Month. 
The study shows 2,352 cases of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender domestic violence 
victimization during 1996 among 12 orga¬ 
nizations that were surveyed across the 
country; San Francisco District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan announced that locally, the 
filing of such cases increased by more than 
50 percent in the past year. 

The news conference was followed by a 
solidarity march from the Hall of Justice to 
CUAV’s offices; it’s believed to be the first 
time a district attorney has taken part in a 
demonstration to call attention to the issue 
of same-gender domestic violence.

C ity treasurer candidate Joel Ven¬

“I’m proud the San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s Office leads the nation in extending 
protection under domestic violence laws to 
all victims,” said Hallinan. 

There were 533 incidents of LGBT do¬ 
mestic violence in San Francisco in 1996 
documented by CUAV and other local 
groups in the report, prepared by the Na¬ 
tional Coalition of Anti-Violence Programs 
(NCAVP), a coalition of 25 organizations. 

Greg Merrill, director of client and advo¬ 
cacy services for CUAV, said that while same- 
gender domestic violence is a “vastly under¬ 
reported phenomenon,” community re¬ 
sources for victims in the queer community 
have nearly doubled. Several organizations 
have either significantly expanded their ca¬ 
pacity to serve battered LGBT people or have 
developed new services. Representatives

Hormel to go de Luxe?

S an Francisco gay philanthropist James C. 
Hormel will be nominated by President 
Clinton to become Ambassador to Lux¬ 
embourg, according to news reports. 
Hormel’s appointment would have to be 
confirmed by the Senate, and have the ap¬ 
proval of right-wing Republican Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee chairman Jesse Helms. 

Hormel, 64, “was not available” for com¬ 
ment on the appointment, according to an 
assistant. 

The heir to the Hormel Meat Company 
fortune, Hormel was expected to be nomi¬ 
nated by Clinton as Ambassador to Fiji in 
1994, but his name was never forwarded to 
the Judiciary Committee after press reports 


of the pending appointment. 

Well-known for his support of Democra¬ 
tic Party causes, Hormel is also a major fi¬ 
nancial supporter of local AIDS and lesbian 
and gay service groups. In 1996, Hormel 
contributed $500,000 in support of a lesbian 
and gay center at the New Main Library — 
which was later named in his honor. 

Hormel is also extremely active in the 
Human Rights Campaign, and sits on the 
board of directors of the Human Rights 
Campaign Foundation. 

In November, Clinton will become the 
first president to address a gay rights group 
when he speaks at the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign annual fundraising dinner. 

If nominated by Clinton and approved by 
the Senate, Hormel would be the first open¬ 
ly gay American Ambassador. ▼

Rights bill under fire

C hoosing a homosexual lifestyle should 
not be a reason for special legal protec¬ 
tions.” With those words, Senator 
Richard Mountjoy, R-Arcadia filed with 
State Attorney General Dan Lungren for title 
and summary for a voter referendum on AB 
257. If Governor Pete Wilson signs AB 257 
into law, Mountjoy vows to lead a statewide ef¬ 
fort to gather 433,000 signatures to bring the 
law before California voters in a referendum. 

AB 257, authored by Antonio Villaraigosa, 
D-Los Angeles, would transfer existing job 


protections for gays and lesbians from the 
Department of Labor Standards Enforce¬ 
ment to the Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing, where they would come into 
conformity with those for other protected 
classes such as religion, color, ethnicities, gen¬ 
der, and disabilities. The bill would also ex¬ 
tend the time for filing a discrimination suit 
from 30 days to one year, and would add the 
term “sexual orientation’ T .to the list of pro¬ 
tected groups on all non-discrimination 
posters. 

Despite Wilson’s track record, proponents 
of the bill are walking on eggs in the unlike¬ 
ly event that he will sign the bill. Mountjoy’s 
action is regarded in some quarters as a pre¬

HRC to mediate over 
PWA’s service cuts

J|! IDS activist Michael Petrelis 
has received a letter from 
the city’s Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office stating 
all parties have agreed to partici¬ 
pate in voluntary mediation of his 
dispute regarding the HIV Services 
Partnership’s decision to restrict 
his access to HIV services. The me¬ 
diation will be led by the Human 
Rights Commission (HRC). 


The mediation will involve 
representatives from the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), Shanti, and AIDS Health 
Project (AHP), which make up 
the partnership. 

Last month, the partnership 
notified Petrelis it was restricting 
his access to HIV services because 
he obtained a transcript of the 
SFAF client focus group meetings, 
which the partnership claims was 
a breach of client confidentialit- 1 ' 


Although no specific dates 
were listed, the October 3 letter 
stated that staff in the HRC’s Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender, 
and HIV Unit will be in contact 
with Petrelis “within the next few 
days” to arrange the mediation 
sessions. 

In another development, Pe¬ 
trelis told the B.A.R. that attorney 
Julian Lastowski has agreed to 
serve as his legal counsel in the

civilly disobedient

an Francisco organizers will 
hold a ten-year reunion this 
Sunday, October 12 for all 
those who took part in the his¬ 
toric civil disobedience at the U.S. 
Supreme Court in 1987. The ac¬ 
tion, which drew thousands of 
supporters and saw over 700 ar¬ 
rests, was the largest civil disobe¬ 
dience on the Court’s steps in U.S. 
history. 

The massive protest featured 
the finest in gay sensibility and 
pageantry. Popularized on the 
steps that day was the sartorial 
chant directed towards the latex- 
gloved police officers: “Your 
gloves don’t match your shoes, 
You’ll see it on the news.” The 
wildly popular “queer and present 
danger” shirts also made their first 
appearance. 

Humor and brazen irreverence 
streamed about the steps, flag¬ 
ships of a movement wracked by 
AIDS and governmental indiffer¬ 
ence. Affinity group after affinity 
group joyfully awaited arrest, 
many urging the DC cops to 
speed things along. 


The Supreme Court action 
took place two days after the 
March on Washington for Lesbian 
and Gay Rights, which brought a 
half a million queers to the na¬ 
tion’s capital. 

National Coming Out Day is 
held on October 11th to com¬ 
memorate this epic march. 

Activists targeted the Supreme 
Court because of two recent rul¬ 
ings: one that upheld a Georgia 
State sodomy law, and another 
that upheld the U.S. Olympic 
Committee’s right to prohibit 
Tom Waddell et al from using the 
name “Gay Olympics.” 

Sunday’s reunion will be an 
opportunity to relive the golden 
days when C.D. was more than an 
auditory phenomenon, and to 
swap stories and memories with 
others. V

AIDS Summit postponed, hearings continue

n preparation for Mayor Willie 
' Brown’s AIDS Summit, which 
■ has been postponed until after 
the first of next year, the subcom¬ 
mittee on adherence will hold a 
community forum next Thursday, 
October 16 at the Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office, locat¬ 
ed at 25 Van Ness Avenue. Inter¬ 
ested people are encouraged to at¬ 
tend and provide input to the 
subcommittee. 

Six subcommittees have been 
established for the AIDS Summit; 
each one focuses on a different as¬ 
pect of the epidemic, and each is 
holding community meetings to 
gather information from people 
living with HIV/AIDS and those 
at risk in San Francisco. 

Originally the summit was to 


be held in December, but accord¬ 
ing to Brown’s liaison to the queer 
community Dean Goodwin, who 
is among those organizing the 
summit, the mayor has resched¬ 
uled the event until sometime 
early next year. A specific date has 
not been decided upon, Goodwin 
said. 

One advantage to the later 
conference date is that the various 
community groups will have 
more time to prepare and receive 
input, said Goodwin. 

Marcy Fraser, with the AIDS 
Office, said the focus of the sub¬ 
committee on adherence is to 
hear from PWAs about their ex¬ 
periences with healthcare in San 
Francisco. She said that people in¬ 
terested in attending the meeting 
should consider the following 
questions: 

• What is your experience with 


HIV treatment? What worked? 
What didn’t work? 

• Where do you get your infor¬ 
mation about HIV? How do you 
make decisions about your 
healthcare? 

• What recommendations 
would you make to better be able 
to benefit from your healthcare 
treatment for HIV? 

Brown is convening the AIDS 
Summit in response to the recent 
changes and emerging challenges 
in the epidemic. It is not meant to 
be an all-encompassing AIDS 
conference. Rather, it’s an oppor¬ 
tunity for the assembled steering 
committee members, who were 
appointed by Brown, to examine 
the issues, identify their compo¬ 
nents, evaluate pros and cons of 
potential recommendations, and 
propose those to the mayor at the 
summit. 


Its recommendations will 
likely be implemented through¬ 
out AIDS service and preven¬ 
tion systems in the city, culmi¬ 
nating in the revision of San 
Francisco’s model of care for 
HIV/AIDS. ▼ 


The subcommittee will meet 
from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. at the 
AIDS Office, 25 Van Ness 
Avenue, third floor conference 
room.

• upervisor Tom Ammiano 
has called for hearings to 
i'* look into the recent arrests 
of patients using medical mari¬ 
juana. Ammiano has asked the 
Board of Supervisors Housing 
and Neighborhood Services 
Committee to “consider the prob¬ 


lems and issues associated with 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment’s implementation of the 
voter-mandated Proposition 215.” 

Proposition 215, the Compas¬ 
sionate Use Act of 1996, permits the 
use of medicinal cannabis. The 
drug is used to relieve nausea due to 
cancer chemotherapy, to reverse 
AIDS-related wasting, and to de¬ 
crease the eye pressure of glaucoma. 


Ammiano called for the hear¬ 
ings in response to several recent 
complaints of harassment by po¬ 
lice of people growing or possess¬ 
ing cannabis for personal medical 
use approved by their doctors. 
Selling and transporting marijua¬ 
na for medical purposes remains 
illegal under Proposition 215.

proposal for the $200,000 
that was earmarked by the 
San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors for HIV/AIDS rental as¬ 
sistance has been kicked back to 
the Department of Public Health 
(DPH) because the target popula¬ 
tion was not exclusively for peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/ v AIDS. Super¬ 
visor Susan Leal, chair of jthe 
board’s Finance Committee, said 
her office informed interim 
Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
on Monday, September 29 that 
the plan would have to be revised. 

Katz has been out of town for 
the last several days but is expect¬ 
ed to review the revised proposal 
soon, so that it can be heard by 
the board’s Finance committee 
later this month. The matter had 
originally been scheduled for the 
October 1 finance committee 
meeting. Norm Nickens, assistant 
director of the AIDS Office, told 
the B.A.R., “We are working on a 
draft.” 

Leal said that her office talked 
with Katz about the need to make 
the subsidy program exclusively 
for HIV/AIDS clients. “We’ll sort 
things out so that people are re¬ 
minded of what the board did at 
the finance committee. I thought 


the agreement was the money 
would focus on the AIDS popula¬ 
tion. That’s what I heard,” Leal 
told the B.A.R. 

DPH documents obtained by 
the Bay Area Reporter show that 
this latest snafu was not the first; 
an earlier proposal dated July 15 
was also rejected by Leal because 
it didn’t include HIV/AIDS any¬ 
where in the plan. Instead, it was 
to target people “utilizing the 
mental health, substance abuse, 
and criminal justice systems.” 
Being diagnosed with HIV/AIDS 
was not even listed among the el¬ 
igibility criteria. 

Only for PWAs... 
and others 

The latest plan that was re¬ 
turned to the health department 
was dated September 9. This time, 
it was for “direct access to 
HIV/AIDS housing,” but listed 
HIV/AIDS as only one of six eli¬ 
gibility criteria. Other people that 
would have been eligible for the 
housing assistance included those 
who had a history of chronic . 
homelessness or a history of 
overusing emergency services; 
those with one or several disabili¬ 
ties; those who had a lack of re¬ 
sources to obtain and sustain 
market-rate housing; and those 
with the ability to reside in a non- 
institutional setting with the pro- 
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pie under the age of 65; however, 
they are not specifically targeted 
to people with HIV/AIDS. 

In July, when the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors Finance Committee 
held budget hearings, $200,000 
was earmarked for AIDS housing. 
The money was part of $10.4 mil¬ 
lion that the committee, chaired 
by Leal, reallocated from the 
mayor’s proposed $3.4 billion 
1997-98 budget to over 40 ser¬ 
vices and programs. At the time, 
Health Director Dr. Sandra Her¬ 
nandez told the committee that 
$200,000 was adequate to supple¬ 
ment existing rental subsidy pro¬ 
grams for people living with 
HIV/AIDS because of the city’s 
tight housing market. Hernandez 
left the DPH in mid-July. 

Leal said at the July 2 hearing 
that she understood the $200,000 
in HIV/AIDS housing subsidies 
was an initial allocation; given the 
problem of housing availability, 
the health department wanted to 
see how many people would be 
able to use the vouchers. 

“I’ve had patients lose [hous¬ 
ing] vouchers,” Hernandez said at 
the hearing. “The low-income 
housing market is not there. You 
do reach a point of saturation, 
and we are getting close to that.” 

Hernandez recommended that 
DPH officials come back to the 
committee with a proposal and 
report on the availability of low- 
income housing. T

vision of appropriate support ser¬ 
vices. 

While all of those populations 
may indeed need housing assis¬ 
tance, Leal pointed out that the 
board’s intent was to provide 
some general fund money for 
HIV/AIDS housing to supple¬ 
ment existing funds. “The pro¬ 
gram was rental subsidies for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS,” she said. 

As of late June, there were 
3,600 people on the Centralized 
Housing Information and Refer¬ 
ral Services (CHIPS) housing wait 


list, and that number has most 
likely increased. Of those, 2,400 
people are waiting for some type 
of rental subsidy. 

According to the Corporation 
for Supportive Housing and AIDS 
Housing of Washington, which 
are assisting the city with its AIDS 
Housing Plan update, there are 
759 permanent rental subsidies in 
the city that are funded through 
various programs, not including 
the additional $200,000 allocation 
in this year’s budget. In San Fran¬ 
cisco, there are a total of 2,500 
units of permanent “low level” af¬ 
fordable housing targeted to peo-

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Virginia Vida named director 
of SF Ethics Commission

O pen lesbian Virginia E. 

(Ginny) Vida has been ap- 
■ws?/ pointed the new executive 
director of the San Francisco 
Ethics Commission; she had been 
serving as acting executive direc¬ 
tor since mid-July. Commission 
Chair Carl L. Williams made the 
announcement Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 2, and said an extensive search 
had been conducted for the post. 

Vida, a longtime advocate for 
social justice, has been active in 
the lesbian, gay, and feminist 
movements since the early 1970s. 
She joined the commission staff 
as an investigator and auditor in 
September 1995. A public servant 
for over 15 years, Vida served as 
director of the office of sexual ha¬ 
rassment issues, an investigatory 
unit of the New York state Divi¬ 
sion of Human Rights, before re¬ 
locating to San Francisco and 
joining the Ethics Commission. 

The Ethics Commission was 
established after San Francisco 
voters approved a charter amend¬ 
ment in November 1993. The 
commission serves the public, city 
employees and officials, and can¬ 
didates for public office through 
education and enforcement of 
ethics laws. It also provides open 
access to public records in ethics- 
related matters. 

“The commissioners are unan¬ 
imous in their selection of Ms. 
Ginny Vida for executive direc¬ 
tor,” Williams said. “Ms. Vida

brings to this demanding position 
three qualities which I consider 
essential.” He listed those as: a 
thorough knowledge of the intri¬ 
cate and complex rules, regula¬ 
tions, and legislation that the 
commission is charged with inter¬ 
preting, enforcing, and adminis¬ 
tering; a capacity and willingness 
to work very hard; and intellectu¬ 
al courage and honesty. 

Commissioner Paul H. Mel- 
bostad said, “I’m proud as a gay 
man that the commission has 
hired a pioneer leader in our com¬ 
munity. I am confident she will 
give strong direction to our com¬ 
mission in being the ethical 
watchdog to our local efforts.” 

The Ethics Commission’s du¬ 
ties include: filing and auditing of 
campaign finance disclosure 


statements; lobbyist registration 
and regulation; administration of 
the whistle-blower program; con¬ 
flict of interest reporting; investi¬ 
gations and enforcement; educa¬ 
tion and training; advice giving; 
and statistical reporting. 

“I am honored to continue my 
service with the commission as its 
executive director, and am very 
appreciative of the commission¬ 
ers’ confidence in me,” Vida said. 
“I welcome the challenge to en¬ 
sure vigorous enforcement of the 
city’s ethics-related ordinances, to 
educate city employees, candi¬ 
dates, and the public about these 
laws, and to assist the commission 
in recommending changes in 
public policy that will serve the 
public interest.” 

Previously, Vida served as 
media director of the National 
Gay Task Force from 1976-1980. 
She lobbied television networks 
for positive images of lesbians and 
gay men in programming. She 
also met with news directors and 
other national media organiza¬ 
tion executives to promote fair 
and accurate coverage of lesbian 
and gay news. 

Her employment experience 
also includes 12 years as deputy 
director and lobbyist for the New 
York City Commission on the 
Status of Women, where she coor¬ 
dinated the commission’s legisla¬ 
tive program. 

Vida is the editor of a compre¬ 
hensive anthology, The New Our 
Right To Love: A Lesbian Resource 
Book (Simon & Schuster, 1996);

been sold by openly gay owner 
James Gabbert to Granite Broad¬ 
casting Company. 

Final approval of the station’s 
sale must come from the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

Granite, which also owns 
KNTV-Channel 11 in San Jose, had 
estimated 1996 revenues of $155 
million and was ranked seventh 
among black-owned industrial and 
service companies by Black Enter¬ 
prise magazine, according to a San 
Francisco Examiner report. 

The popular station, which has

annual revenues of between $18- 
20 million, will change hands in 
July, Gabbert told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“I’ve been on the air in San 
Francisco for 40 years. That’s a 


long time,” he said. “I gave this 
company my youth. I just decided 
to do something else,” he said. 

“You know, I’ve never been to 
Europe.” 

The station’s new owners will 
continue to broadcast the annual 
Pride Parade after it assumes 
ownership, Gabbert said. 

“I get to do the next one,” he 
said. 

Gabbert sold radio station 
KOFY-AM to KNBR for $14.5 mil¬ 
lion this week. He also owns KDIA- 
AM, which is up for sale as well. 

During his tenure at KOFY-TV 
20, Gabbert became well-known 
for his editorial commentary on a 
variety of subjects including gay 
and civil rights issues, and in re¬ 
cent years for the station’s pio¬ 
neering live coverage of the annu¬ 
al Pride parade. ▼

his years election is hardly the most 
exciting we’ve ever seen. There’s no 
rock-’em-sock-’em national or 
statewide race to get the adrenaline fired up, 
and none of the ballot measures are the 
kind that inspire giant rallies and get-out- 
the-vote drives. 

Although we can usually do without the 
verbal violence that frequently accompanies 
elections, we also wonder if the lack of fire¬ 
works this year will cause even more citizens 
to abrogate their voting duties than usual. 
That would be a shame, because there is an 
extremely important race to be decided, one 
that is more than significant enough for 
everyone to shake off their torpor and get 
to the polls this November 4. 

We speak, of course, of the only contest¬ 
ed race, for the office of treasurer. 

Among the three candidates, Supervisor 
Susan Leal stands out as the obvious choice 
for numerous reasons. She is by far the best 
qualified, most experienced, and most 
proven, but that only tells half the story; we 
don’t want to imply that lesser-known can¬ 
didates should automatically lose races 
(everyone has to build experience some¬ 
where). More than her solid background, 
Leal has proven time and again she is a 
woman who can be trusted. 

This week we discovered that candidate 
Joel Ventresca has been ... um ... inflating 
his qualifications, as Cynthia Laird reports 
on page one. Although he has been describ¬ 
ing himself throughout the race as a budget 
and policy analyst - actually, “Budget and 
Policy Analyst,” with the initial caps indi¬ 
cating that it is some sort of official job title 
- he is in fact a management assistant. Is 
there a distinction? We certainly think so. 

Obviously Ventresca puffed up his job title 
to imply to San Franciscans that he holds the 
qualifications necessary to handle the city’s 
$2,500,000,000 investment portfolio and 
oversee tax collection. Both aspects of the 
treasurer’s job require integrity and trust, and 
we fear he’s already shown his mettle there. 

Ventresca has misinformed potential vot¬ 
ers about exactly what he does, which makes 
us extremely leery about trusting what he in¬ 
tends to do. Also, his job duties as they now 
stand have nothing whatever to do with 
budgetary matters - he claims to have done 
such work in the past, but we naturally dis¬ 
trust those who intentionally mix “previous 
experience” with “occupation” on their re¬ 
sumes. Or on their ballot statements. 


Leal, on the other hand, has proven her¬ 
self to be a woman of her word. Her tenure 
as a city supervisor has been exemplary, 
highlighted by her stewardship of a com¬ 
mittee that managed' to find over 
$10 million in “excess funds” - fat, 
really - that eventually got real¬ 
located to nearly 40 essential 
community services. Her hard 
work resulted in improvements 
for all citizens, ranging from cleaner 
sidewalks in the Tenderloin to family 
home daycare to $200,000 in AIDS 
housing money. 

And, being a woman of her 
word, Leal stuck to her guns 
again recently when the De¬ 
partment of Public Health tried (for the sec¬ 
ond time ) to siphon off some of that 
$200,000 for non-AIDS-related housing 
subsidies. As we report on page four, Leal 
sent the newer proposal back to the DPH 


and let them know in no uncertain terms 
the money was supposed to be used for its 
intended purpose. (By the way, shame on 
Dr. Mitch Katz for trying to take that money 
away from a PWA program - this is a man 
who has headed the AIDS Office since 
1992; what will it take to make him 
understand the epidemic requires 
more housing money, rather than 
governmental interference in people’s 
sex lives? But we digress...) 

Investing the city’s billions of dol- 
I lars is no small matter, nor is it one 
that voters should take lightly. 
As Leal told us last month, 
“The bottom line is to invest 
the city’s money to make the 
best return with low risk, because we need 
that money so we can spend it on essential 
services in this city.” 

We urge you to vote for Susan Leal for 
treasurer on November 4. ▼

God through gay eyes

hen I was a student at Furman 
University, we had an annual“reli- 
II gious emphasis week” when fa¬ 
mous spiritual leaders would come to lec¬ 
ture, preach, and hold discussion groups 
with the students. The best speaker that we 
ever had was a Southern Baptist pastor who 
related well with the students and applied 
his message to the real needs of people. 
Many years later, when I was living in At¬ 
lanta and attending the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, I learned that this particu¬ 
lar pastor was gay. 

The hypocritical and unhealthy religious 
abuse of gay and lesbian people by South¬ 
ern Baptists and other evangelicals is now 
dominating American culture, where every 
week is somebody’s “religious emphasis 
week.” The Promise Keepers meeting of 
hundreds of thousands of men in Washing¬ 
ton, DC last weekend, and the current Billy 
Graham Crusade in the Bay Area are vivid 
reminders that gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people are increasingly under 
attack by the religious establishment. 

As an openly gay Christian minister, a 
graduate of The Southern Baptist Theolog¬ 
ical Seminary in Louisville with two mas¬ 
ter’s degrees and a Doctor of Theology de¬ 
gree, a writer of Southern Baptist Bible 
study literature, a former Southern Baptist 
pastor and college religion professor, and as 
the former pastor of Golden Gate MCC in 
San Francisco and of MCC Nashville, I feel 


that I have a responsibility to God and to 
my homosexual brothers and sisters to re¬ 
spond to distortions of the Bible and per¬ 
versions of the gospel of Jesus Christ that 
have become daily weapons of judgment 
and rejection against us. 

This article, like my website and my 
forthcoming book, Steps to Recovery from 
Bible Abuse, are intended as weapons to 
fight back in our war with religious terror¬ 
ists who attempt to hold hostage the 
sexuality and spirituality of lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transsexual peo¬ 
ple. 

On the basis of my own years of 
study and teaching the Bible, I can 
assure you that the Bible nowhere 
says that gays and lesbians can or 
should change their sexu¬ 
al orientation. In fact, 
there is no word for “ho¬ 
mosexual” in the original 
Hebrew and Greek lan¬ 
guages of the Bible. The concept of sexual 
orientation did not exist in the Bible, and 
did not begin to develop anywhere until less 
than a hundred years ago. The parts of the 
Bible used against gays are twisted out of 
context, translated wrong, and perverted to 
use as weapons to hurt and destroy people 
of the same sex who love each other. All of 
this is a direct rejection and contradiction 
of the spirit and teachings of Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom the religious preachers of 
homophobia claim to follow. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, the leading cause of 


death of gay and lesbian teenagers is suicide, 
the rate of suicide of gay men is three times 
the national average, and the rate of suicide 
of gay men with AIDS is 60 times the aver¬ 
age. Homophobic fundamentalists have 
told me that being gay makes people de¬ 
pressed. They are wrong. Gay and lesbian 
people are not depressed because they are 
gay, but because of how we are treated by 
religious people who think that they are 
serving God by attacking and condemning 
us! 

One problem is the closet. The rest of the 
world does not see the terrible toll 
of suffering, pain, and death that 
homophobia inflicts on the ho¬ 
mosexual community. If the re¬ 
ality of horrors that are caused 
by homophobia could be 
shown on nightly televi¬ 
sion news, like flaming 
freeway wreckage of 
mangled bodies, destroyed 
lives, pain, agony, loneliness, suicide, hell on 
earth and death, and be shown in the faces 
of the gay children, family and friends of 
those watching, it might make a great dif¬ 
ference in how most people hear the lies of 
the “religious right,” which is neither! ▼

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Bait-and-switch 

I have just learned that the Board of Directors of 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Community 
Center voted to demolish the 103-year-old Victorian 
at 1800 Market. I originally supported the project 
when the site was acquired because the Victorian was 
stated to be preserved, but now feel that we have been 
duped with a bait-and-switch fundraising scheme. I 
felt that the preserved Victorian very much symbol¬ 
ized San Francisco and the contribution of our com¬ 
munity to the City’s successful preservation efforts. 

Before purchase of the site, I would assume the 
Board had professional inspections of the building, a 
normal procedure before purchase of any real estate. 
These inspections would then confirm the viability of 
renovating the existing building for the Community 
Center (which was then publicized as the plan). An 
extensive architectural competition was then held 
based on this preservation assumption. 

What changed? If the inspections of the structure 
took place, and the reports are in error, should we re¬ 
consider the site? Current donors and future donors 
deserve an explanation. The Center should not sym¬ 
bolize thoughtless demolition. 

I urge the community to ask for satisfactory an¬ 
swers from the Board before contributing any more 
funds to this project. 


Bean-counter architecture 

I would like to register my sadness over the deci 
sion by the Community Center Project’s 
Board of Directors to demolish their 
“handsome” Victorian building, which 
they had previously pledged to preserve. 

This decision, if I understand their 
statement, is based on “fiscal responsibil¬ 
ity.” How sad that a 103-year-old build¬ 
ing, which is almost virtually intact, 
should fall because some unimagina¬ 
tive bean-counters say that it is too ex¬ 
pensive to save. At the same time this fiscally respon¬ 
sible board promises a “spectacular new architectur¬ 
al statement.” 

So what is the board saying? Could it be, Old Vic¬ 
torian - Bad! Spectacular New Architectural State¬ 
ment - Good! Well, excuse me, but a board that is 
blind to the architectural merits of the still-standing 
Victorian and its worth not only to its immediate 
neighborhood but to the city of San Francisco is in¬ 
capable of producing a project that anyone gay, les¬ 
bian, bi, transgendered or otherwise could possibly 
be proud of. 

I hope that this misguided decision will be re¬ 
versed by a tide of opinion by people from our com¬ 
munity who would prefer a CCP that celebrates both 
the old and the new. This is San Francisco, after all.

Save the Victorian 

As long-time residents and homeowners in the 
Mint Hill area, we want to express our sadness, dis¬ 
appointment and anger on learning of the Gay Com¬ 
munity Center Project Board of Directors’ recent de¬ 
cision to demolish the Victorian building at 1800 
Market St. 

This is the only significant piece of Victorian ar¬ 
chitecture surviving anywhere along the Market 
Street corridor. Those who would destroy it appear to 
be oblivious to San Francisco’s architectural heritage 
and the battles waged over the past 30 years to keep 
that history intact. It is a sad irony that members of 
the gay community have always been in the forefront 
of those efforts. 

At the public meeting preceding the Board’s deci¬ 
sion, one member of the Board said “community 
input” was sought during the planning stages. How¬ 
ever, neither the Hayes Valley Neighborhood Associ¬ 
ation nor the Mint Hill Neighborhood Association 
have ever received information about this project. 
Furthermore, the public input at that meeting was 
overwhelmingly in favor of preservation. The Board 
clearly chose to ignore that input. 

Even if the original plan to incorporate the Victo¬ 
rian into the new community center is not financial¬ 
ly feasible (and we are not sure that is the case), we 
feel the Board should explore alternative sites and en¬ 
trust the property to a buyer with the resources and 
dedication to preserving it. 

We the undersigned plan to support any and all 
efforts to save the building. If those efforts are un¬ 
successful, we will no longer support the Center’s 
fundraising activities, such as the upcoming dance at 
the Galleria. 

Preservation may cost more money, but it is a 
community responsibility and has made San Francis¬ 
co unique among American cities.

Other benefits to razing 

[The following was sent to the board of directors of 
the Community Center Project:] 

As a member of the gay community and support¬ 
er of the Community Center Project, as well as a prac¬ 
ticing architect, I am writing to address the contro¬ 
versial issue concerning the removal of the existing 
Victorian building on the Community Center Project 
site. 

The original intention stated within the competi¬ 
tion program, to retain and rehabilitate the existing 
Victorian structure, was a reasonable and smart deci¬ 
sion. This was based upon governmental and com¬ 
munity input, coupled with the limited knowledge of 
the building and site conditions at the start of this 
process. As is common with any building project, 
more information becomes available in a timely se¬ 
quence as the project progresses. 

As I understand the current situation, analysis of 
the site soil conditions and in-depth investigation of 
the existing building has revealed some valuable in¬ 
formation that must be considered to determine a 
sound architectural design and structural engineer¬ 
ing direction. 

Due to poor soil conditions and the extremely di¬ 
lapidated condition of the building, the costs for sta¬ 
bilizing and rehabilitation of the existing structure 
appear to be unproportionately high, given the over¬ 
all project budget. Serious consideration must be 
given to the idea of removing the existing structure 
from the site. In the event that the existing structure 
is removed, several issues emerge that have direct 
beneficial implications to the project. 

First, the project budget can be held in line 
with current project cost projections. Also, 
the construction dollars will be used more 
efficiently by allowing the structural sys¬ 
tem of the new center to be of one type of 
construction. 

Secondly, the building area allowed 
by the code can be increased if the 
building is constructed from a higher 
rated construction type than the exist¬ 
ing building, which is Type V, wood frame. 

This will result in a much more efficient building 
program and design, which should maximize the 
construction dollars which have been donated by the 
community. 

A future benefit may be lowered maintenance 
costs for the facility, plus reduced insurance rates for 
the higher rated construction techniques and fire- 
rated materials that can be incorporated into the de¬ 
sign and engineering of a totally new building. 

I urge the board of directors to give serious con¬ 
sideration to the items I have mentioned and proceed 
in a direction that will best achieve the final goal, con¬ 
struction of a community center that is a strong de¬ 
sign statement for the community and is constructed 
within the reasonable budget that has been estab¬ 
lished for this project.

Keeping the faith at MCC/SF 

As someone who has been attending MCC-SF for 
a year now, I was interested in reading the 9/24 letter 
in which the writer accused MCC/SF of being 
money-hungry and having little social conscience.

Catholic Charities’ compliance 

Cynthia Laird’s article on the recent S.F. Health 
Commission hearing with Catholic Charities ne¬ 
glected to mention that Catholic Charities was not 
the only agency being questioned about diversity 
compliance. It seems only fair to state that at recent 
hearings, both the Oakes Children’s Center and Edge- 
wood Center for Children and Families were ques¬ 
tioned about compliance issues and asked to develop 
plans to bring their boards into compliance. 

With respect to Catholic Charities’ policy of not 
requiring its board members to disclose their HIV 
status or sexual orientation, it seems as though this 
policy respects those individuals’ constitutional right 
to privacy, and there are Federal laws specific to dis¬ 
closures of this nature in the workplace. 

Most telling is that there was no mention of the 
scope and quality of the services being provided by 
Catholic Charities. For over 12 years, this agency has 
been one of the largest providers of HIV services in 
the Bay Area. Being singled out unfairly in this man¬ 
ner does nothing to support Charities in this work, as 
it may erode the confidence of potential clients who 
are in need and would benefit greatly for the services 
provided. Please keep in mind that the common goal 
is to help those in need. 

I am sure that these compliance issues will be 
worked out. Other agencies have been able to do so 
without having to endure the glare of biased, sensa¬ 
tionalist media coverage. It seems to me that we ought 
to be looking for positive solutions to complex prob¬ 
lems such as these, rather than spend much time and 
energy undermining the efforts of dedicated service 
providers (even if it makes good front-page copy).

H f all those Republican presi¬ 
dential hopefuls thought that 
H California Governor Pete 

Wilson’s abortive run for the 
White House (it lasted all of 32 
days) in 1996 meant that he was 
out of the picture for 2000, they 
would do well to think again. Wil¬ 
son, with less than 15 months left 
in Sacramento, spoke to the West¬ 
ern States GOP Leadership Con¬ 
ference in Reno this past weekend 
and stated flatly (for the first 
time) his desire to run again for 
the presidency. 

One of the governor’s closest 
aides confided to reporters this 
week that “it’s almost inevitable 
he will do it.” Indeed, political op¬ 
eratives in Iowa, New Hampshire, 
and a few other early primary 
states already have pro-Wilson 
strategists quietly setting up 
groups dedicated to pro¬ 
moting a Wilson in 2000 
effort. Iowa state Senator 
Jack Rife, a longtime 
Wilson loyalist, con¬ 
firmed to the LA 
Times this week that 
he had discussed a 
Wilson run 
with the gov¬ 
ernor and that 
“he told me he 
was ready to go.” 

Although some have been 
quick to label Wilson a has-been, 
don’t count him out just yet. Pete 
Wilson would likely go into the 
Republican Convention with Cal¬ 
ifornia’s large delegate bloc firmly 
in his pocket, an important factor 
in any candidate’s success. In ad¬ 
dition, the governor, despite his 
disastrous 1996 candidacy, can be 
expected to raise money easily, 
and his “moderate” stance should 
play well against the likes of Jack 
Kemp, Dan Quayle. Sen. John 
Ashcroft, Fred Thompson, etc. 
These other presidential 
wannabes have signaled they will 
run as anti-abortion, anti-gay, 
right-wing candidates, darlings of 
the growing Christian Funda¬ 
mentalist Republican Movement. 

Many believe that the current 
front-runner for the 2000 GOP 
nomination is Texas Governor 
George Bush Jr., but he, too, is 
expected to appeal to the far right 
for support, which would likely 
leave the so-called moderate Re¬ 
publican vote to Wilson. While far 
from being a liberal (or even a 
moderate, for that matter), all 
things being relative, Wilson can 
probably lay claim to the middle- 
of-the-road GOPers at the con¬ 
vention. 

Given all the above, Califor¬ 
nia’s governor must be considered 
a real contender for his party’s 
nod three years hence. Winning 
the nomination, however, might 
prove tough going for Wilson, 
since his party is clearly in the 
clutches of the religious right. Pete 
Wilson is on record as being pro- 
choice but anti-affirmative action. 
Finding delegates within the Re¬ 
publican Party who are pro- 
choice but oppose affirmative ac¬ 
tion should be fun. 

Also, Wilson is only a so-so de¬ 
bater, and he has tended to duck 
the tough issues. In fairness, the 
1996 debacle was partially due to 
his throat surgery; he could bare¬ 
ly speak aloud for three months. 
(“It’s the last time I’ll have surgery 
at a place called ‘Tonsils R Us.’ 


How was I to know the surgeon 
was a Dole delegate?” Wilson 
joked.) 

Governor Wilson undoubtedly 
will spend the next year-and-a- 
half working to get Dan Lungren 
elected as his replacement 
(though those close to both say 
there is little love lost between the 
two), so that he has the California 
delegation squarely behind him 
come convention time. Plus, he’ll 
be lining up some very important 
support among Republicans 
across the country. Clearly, Pete 
Wilson is not through with pub¬ 
lic life and is gunning for one 
more shot at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 

Politics and 
Promise Keepers 

Move over, Pat Robertson! 

Step aside, Lou Sheldon! There’s 
a new group in town, Promise 

Keepers, with a new leader, 
former college football 
coach Bill McCart¬ 
ney. McCartney ad¬ 
mits that his inten¬ 
tions include an 
“army” that most feel 
will be remarkably akin 
to that ultraconserva¬ 
tive organiza¬ 
tion we all 
know as the 
Christian 
Coalition. 

While spending much of the 
past weekend at the group’s reli¬ 
gious revival in DC denying any 
“political motivation,” McCartney 
appeared on Meet the Press to an¬ 
nounce that “of course, I’d run for 
president” if God advised him to 
do so. Coach Bill used that same 
television opportunity to pro¬ 
claim that “the sin of homosexu¬ 
ality cannot be excused.” Fie also 
soundly condemned abortion in 
any form. 

While some feminist groups 
(notably NOW) labeled the 
Promise Keepers as nothing more 
than a “Trojan horse” for the reli¬ 
gious right, McCartney and other 
leaders (who wouldn’t release the 
names of most of their speakers) 
insisted that the Oct. 4 gathering 
of nearly 300,000 men was meant 
to “make better fathers, husbands 
and men” of those assembled. 
McCartney, a registered Republi¬ 
can and PK founder, insisted that 
the Promise Keepers would “avoid 
politics” as best it could, but did¬ 
n’t deny possible “religious politi¬ 
cal activism” in the future. 

A Washington Post poll at the 
revival found that 46 percent of 
Saturday’s participants considered 
themselves Republicans; 15 per¬ 
cent Democrat; and 28 percent 
identified as “independents.” 
Nearly 70 percent said they were 
either “conservative or very con¬ 
servative.” Though the haul from 
the weekend event was reported 
to be “disappointing,” the PK has 
taken in $129 million since 1990. 
Here’s hoping that God (or any 
other deity in this case) doesn’t 
“advise” Bill McCartney to run for 
president ever. 

But we could have told him 
that! Former President George 
Bush reportedly writes in an up¬ 
coming bio that “I blew it” when 
he chose Dan Quayle as his run¬ 
ning mate in 1988. 

The Ex recently named Pia 
Hinckle (Warren’s daughter) as 
its new business editor, and a 
smart choice it was. She’s a talent¬ 
ed journalist and a hell of a nice

The Marin GOP has reported¬ 
ly decided on Gisele Stavert, a 

61-year-old Dominican College 
political philosophy teacher, as 
their candidate to take on the 
popular Rep. Lynn Woolsey in 
that county’s 6th District next 
year. 

More trouble for state Repub¬ 
licans? Against the advice of their 
Latino colleagues, delegates to the 
recent California state GOP Con¬ 
vention endorsed a proposed bal¬ 
lot initiative that would dismantle 
bilingual education in public 
schools. 

Some readers have told me 
they find Supervisor Amos 
Brown’s recent lashing out at Rev. 
Billy Graham’s comments on 
gays (“It’s a sin”) as ringing a bit 
hollow, given his defense of for¬ 
mer Human Rights Commission¬ 
er Eugene Lumpkin, who at¬ 
tacked the “gay lifestyle” as an 
“abomination against God.” 

Haight residents are reported¬ 
ly getting “fed up to the breaking 
point” over the escalating prob¬ 
lems of drugs, panhandlers, 
drunks, etc. in that area and are 
thinking of taking their problems 
“big time” to Mayor Willie 
Brown and City Hall. 

The West Hollywood City 
Council, which represents a city of 
1.9 square miles and 36,000 most¬ 
ly gay and lesbian people, recent¬ 
ly passed a resolution calling for 
the termination of special prose¬ 
cutor Kenneth Starr’s longtime 
Whitewater inquiry, which West 
Hollywood officials dubbed a 
“witch hunt” against the Presi¬ 
dent. Since our Board of Supes ■ 
loves to indulge in national and 
international affairs, why not such 
a resolution from San Francisco? 

Senator Barbara Boxer will 
likely have the support next year 
of the politically prestigious Sier¬ 
ra Club. The club last week pre¬ 
sented the senator with its coveted 
Sierra Club Edgar Wayburn 
Award in recognition of her out¬ 
standing service to the environ¬ 
ment.

Rock around 
the block party

long, long time ago, car- 

• toonist R. Crumb did a tiny 
strip in which the cue ball- 
bald Schuman the Human said, 
“Say, everybody, why don’t we all 
stop playing ego games right 
now!” After a couple of panels of 
said folks milling about, Schuman 
said, “Wow, now wasn’t that a 
great idea...OOPS!” What 
brought that bit of trivia to mind? 
Recent happy encounters with “di¬ 
versity” Oakland-style: just a 
bunch of folks who “look like 
Oakland” hanging out and mat- 
ter-of-factly having a good time, 
giving no thought to their ethnic 
mix, much less giving lip service to 
anyone’s notion they’re supposed 
to be mingling this way. It’s just 
my old principle of planned obso¬ 
lescence for activists: you haven’t 
really made a change until people 
take it for granted and there’s no 
congratulating going on. 

One of these fun times was the 
East Bay Gay Mardi Gras, held in 
Preservation Park off downtown 
on one of the most searing Indi¬ 
an Summer days of this hot year. 
It was all the fun - and had all the 
variety - of San Francisco’s Pride 
Day hoohah without the oppres¬ 
sive crush of people. Even with 
the much smaller venue and 
crowd, there were still three stages 
full of local talent (“girls with gui¬ 
tars” the Wild Angels, soulful bari¬ 
tone balladeer Shiloh Unruh), 
plus a thump-thump music dance 
area; the only thing missing from 
the big San Francisco Pride crowd 
was the attitude. 

Finding a place to get out of 
the sun or off one’s feet was occa¬ 
sion for exchanging pleasantries 
with a stranger of any color. Yes, 
this was a “community” event in 
the true sense, the neighborhoody 
sense. Groups like Alameda’s Out 
on the Island had tables for invit¬ 
ing folks to get-togethers right 
where they live, and you knew all 
those strangers at whom you were 
smiling most likely lived near you 
in the East Bay. It was successful 
enough to go annual, and I hope 
it does. 

Of course, for friendliness and 
hominess it would be hard to beat 
a block party, and the revival of 
Hanover Avenue’s annual gather¬ 
ing certainly met the requisite “di¬ 
versity” criterion ... for those 


what likes to measure such things. 
We don’t make a big deal about 
being a well-integrated block; we 
just water the lawns or drought- 
resistant plant gardens, wave and 
smile to each other, and feel 
happy to live among friendly 
neighbors who keep an eye out 
for each other. After loading a 
plate with selections from barbe¬ 
cue, chilies rellenos, and dairy- 
free veggie casseroles, I sat down 
to nosh with some of my 
many lesbian neighbors. 

One of the block’s African- 
American families (I’m in¬ 
cluding the multiracial 
families here) lives in the 
one house with the prover¬ 
bial white picket 
fence. When I re¬ 
marked to Mom in 
her tie-dye that I 
didn’t see the 
kids in the 
yard quite as 
often, she said 
they’re involved in more orga¬ 
nized activities now. 

“So you’re playing soccer 
mom?” I asked. 

“Yeah, I’m always schlepping 
them somewhere or other,” she 
replied. Let’s see ... that’s a sistah in 
tie-dye using “schlep” in a sentence; 
that has to be good for lots of mul- 
ticulti bonus points ... if we cared. 
Up the road in Berkeley, they talk 
about it and pat themselves on the 
back for being so “progressive”; 
here in Oaktown, we don’t bother 
- we just have fun together. 

The reason I’m bringing this 
up is not just to give props to the 
East Bay community for its par¬ 
ties, or to note that people can get 
together in harmony in real, time 
(as opposed to agenda time), but 
because these events stand in such 
contrast to one of our lesbian pi¬ 
oneer’s putting her foot in her 
mouth when she had an accom¬ 
plishment to celebrate. In other 
words, why, oh why, did Ellen De- 
Generes have to spoil the triumph 
of the Emmy her show won for 
writing (“The Puppy Episode”) 
by saying the award was “a recog¬ 
nition of diversity?” 

Here’s the deal: Emmies are 
awarded for excellence - excel¬ 
lence above all other shows - and 
Ellen’s coming-out episode was 
publicly praised for its excellence 
without its lesbian-positive con¬ 
tent putting it at a competitive 
disadvantage. But to hear Ellen 


DeGeneres speak, you’d think the 
award was for Miss Congeniality 

- something that hadn’t been won 
but was given her anyway so no 
category of people would go away 
empty-handed. Ellen devalued 
her own show’s accomplishment 

- not to mention the gift of spin, 
the subtext for television watchers 
that gay-themed shows can be 
worthwhile viewing for straight 
audiences. She was a winner who 

did her damnedest to make 
sure she came across as a 
loser, as an unworthy 
nominee coming away 
with a “gift” recognition. 
This, of course, is the po¬ 
litically correct way: to be¬ 
lieve creative works ma¬ 
terialize in thin air and 
land on lucky people at 
random, rather 
than being 
crafted 

through indi¬ 
viduals’ talent, 
aspiration and hard work. 
Awards, then, should be down¬ 
played lest anyone think the re¬ 
cipient thinks she did something 
creative better than anyone else - 
that would imply it’s not true that 
all people are equally talented, 
that creative works that suck are 
actually just as beautiful and pro¬ 
found, only in different ways. 
Yeah, right. 

Ya know, I think Ellen would 
have won a lot more admiration 
for herself - and opened more 
doors for lesbians in general - if 
she’d have let people see her pride 
in her accomplishment; she cer¬ 
tainly sweated and agonized over 
her prime-time coming out. Peo¬ 
ple love seeing someone overcome 
heavy odds and show the exhilara¬ 
tion of their triumph. What Ellen 
gave them was easily recognized as 
rhetoric. It made her appear less 
human, and her show appear less 
a very creative yet whimsical com¬ 
edy than the calculated propagan¬ 
da piece the “Ellen Degenerate” 
bashers labeled it. 

Since when is being human 
something of which to be 
ashamed? Achievement, and 
thrilling at one’s achievement, are 
uniquely human. Doesn’t diversi¬ 
ty also mean celebrating individ¬ 
ual accomplishment? Without in¬ 
dividual accomplishment, we’re 
all the same ... and the best in us 
is but our lowest common de¬ 
nominator. T 
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CNN confuses gay male 
erotica with child pornography

, n otherwise well done Sep- 
- tember 30 CNN report on 
I an Internet sting of 1,500 
suspected child pornographers 
needlessly attached adult gay male 
erotica to the story, perpetuating 
myths and stereotypes of gay men 
as predators of children. The re¬ 
port stated that New York Attor¬ 
ney General Dennis Vacco “said 
one of the most frightening things 
about the widespread child 
pornography is that many of the 
pictures appear to be recent, not 
old pictures just now surfacing on 
the new medium.” 

It continues, “A demonstration 
at the news conference showed 
just how freely pornography flows 
over the Internet. Within 10 min¬ 
utes, investigator Michael Mc¬ 
Cartney - using an e-mail address 
that kept his identity secret - was 
in contact with someone who e- 
mailed him a picture of an adult 
male having sex with an adult 
male. McCartney called the im¬ 
ages he saw during the child 
pornography sting ‘so horrific’ 
that they kept him awake at 
night.” 

Without any apparent rele¬ 
vance to the story, the discussion 
of adult male erotica distribution 
via the Internet during a discus¬ 
sion of child pornography blurs 
the profound difference between 
the two. While some criticism lies 
with the investigator for trying to 
illustrate the ease of accessing 
child pornography by instead ac¬ 
cessing gay erotica during the 
news conference, CNN chose to 
emphasize the same-sex nature of 
the accessed photos. 

For CNN to highlight gay 
erotica in its report without ex¬ 
plicitly articulating its lack of rel¬ 
evance to the crime of child 
pornography fuels the flames of 
ignorance and bigotry towards 


gay men. Study after study have 
shown that over 99 percent of all 
child molesters are heterosexual 
men, and the connection implied 
between gay men and child porn 
in this story is both misleading 
and offensive. 

To let CNN know that regard¬ 
less of whether homo-ignorance 
or homophobia allowed this to 
happen, reporters and editors 
must be made more aware of the 
damaging influence such an anti¬ 
gay association can have on our

Price exposes 
‘reparative’ damage 

In the September 26 edition of 
lesbian journalist Deb Price’s out¬ 
standing Detroit News column, 
she looks at studies that go be¬ 
yond the recent American Psy¬ 
chological Association (APA) de¬ 
cision urging that “psycholo¬ 
gists not dupe patients into 
thinking that being gay 
is sick.” 

“Psychologist Ariel 
Shidlo felt frustrated,” 
she writes. “Many of 
his colleagues within 
the APA shared his be¬ 
lief that therapeutic at¬ 
tempts to ‘cure’ homo¬ 
sexuality are not just 
ineffective, but harm¬ 
ful. Yet data documenting the 
damage - data that might lead the 
APA to brand such therapy un¬ 
ethical - didn’t exist.” Price ex¬ 
plains that Shidlo and psycholo¬ 
gist Michael Schroeder are 
halfway into a study interviewing 
200 people who futilely attempt¬ 
ed to become heterosexual with 
the help of a licensed therapist or 
a so-called “ex-gay” counseling 
group. 

The preliminary damages they 
face, she reports, include high lev¬ 
els of depression that can lead to 
self-destructive behavior like un¬ 
safe sex, drug abuse, and attempt¬ 


ed suicide. 

“Having been misled into 
thinking that being gay is a men¬ 
tal disorder and something that 
can be changed if they’ll only try 
hard enough, many people be- 
•come doubly flawed when a ‘cure’ 
eludes them,” she reports. “Iron¬ 
ically, the one way reparative 
therapy is beneficial to a few peo¬ 
ple is proving to them that they 
really are gay and should accept 
themselves, Shidlo’s research 
shows.” 

She adds that many patients 
lied to their reparative therapists, 
telling them what they wanted to 
hear while they continued to have 
gay male relationships. 

“The healthiest journey for gay 
people is toward self-acceptance,” 
Price says. “Therapists can mark 
the path or stay out of the way. 
Clearly, there’s no other ethical 
option. Blocking the path does 
real damage. And that’s no longer 
just a claim.” Price lists several re¬ 
sources for people struggling with 
self-acceptance, including the ex- 
ex-gay Web site at http://mem- 
bers.aol.com/exexgay/index.html.

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Youth gone wired

ith Coming Out Day just 
p;around the corner (this 
Saturday, October 11), 
Geek Grrrl feels it is only proper 
that we honor the Web locales de¬ 
signed for young adults who have 
begun to question their own sex¬ 
uality. No longer do questioning 
youths in rural America need to 
run to San Francisco for support 
and answers. It is all coming to 
them, from other youth 
and youth-related or¬ 
ganizations who have 
tapped into the glorious 
network of the Web. 

Young adults can ask 
questions, seek feed¬ 
back, and educate 
themselves (from 
the privacy of their 
homes) with the 
help of under¬ 
standing cyberfriends beaming 
info along the wires. 

One of the first stops online 
for queer youth is often the Alter¬ 
native Kids Web Page (http:// 
www.afn.org/~afn63843). The 
page remains slightly rough 
around the edges as far as design 
and layout are concerned (no 
more lavender, please!), but offers 
some great networking opportu¬ 
nities. Queer youth can link into 
an area called “Alternative Con¬ 
nections” (a free alternative dating 
and pen pal service) or visit the 
“Employment Opportunities 
area.” Also, if you are the child of 
a queer parent and would like to 
speak with other children in sim¬ 
ilar situations, you can get direct 
interaction through COLAGE 
(Children of Lesbians and Gays 
Everywhere), which is an interac¬ 
tive mailing list, accessible 
through Alternative Kids. 


If you are looking for more 
specific interactions with other 
queer youth and are seeking an¬ 
swers regarding your sexuality, 
there are two hot spots online 
where you can participate in mes¬ 
sage exchanges and chats. The first 
one is the soc.support.youth.gay- 
lesbian-bi newsgroup (http:// 
www.youth.org/ssyglb), a forum 
where youth, who may have 
nowhere else to go, can express 
their fears, feelings, thoughts and 
questions in a safe environment. 
Subscription to the mailing 
list is easy from the Web, 
and the newsgroup offers 
anonymous posting to pro¬ 
tect the privacy of those 
who desire it. 

Do you happen 
to be perusing AOL 
for a space where 
you can ask ques¬ 
tions and chat with 
other queer youth? 
Just head over to KEYWORD: 
“Gay Youth.” Here you’ll find a 
teen-related chat area called “The 
Club House,” hosted by the Gay 
and Lesbian Community Forum. 
You can also post to a message and 
discussion board and exchange 
comments with queer youth 
around the country. 

If you’re still feeling like an is¬ 
land of questions stranded in an 
environment where information 
regarding sexuality is difficult to 
come by, then perhaps what you 
need is an oasis. One online mag 
has decided to pull together a spe¬ 
cial Web space for you! Oasis 
(http://www.oasismag.com), 
an online magazine written by 
and for gay youth, is a cute and 
simple Web site that is rich with 
some of the most up-to-date 
youth resource information. Nav¬ 
igate easily through a variety of 
categories, including a monthly 


cover story (this month, about gay 
comic Bob Smith), features, and 
columns written by young people 
from a variety of backgrounds 
and geographical locations. 

Perhaps the most promising 
addition to the youth Web com¬ 
munity is actually still in test 
phase, but is making quite a splash 
on the scene already! Alltogeth- 
er.com (http://www. 

alltogether.com) is “a place to 
explore sexuality and coming out.” 
Its official launch is soon on the 
horizon, October 11th, but many 
of the site’s features are active and 
available now. The pages are full of 
real life information for youth 
who are gay, straight, closeted, or 
yet undecided. This is definitely a 
fun and comfortable place to ex¬ 
plore, both the site and yourself! 

“Alltogether” will feature re¬ 
source areas, celebrity info, expert 
information on current issues like 
gay adoption and gay kids in 
schools, and a special “Strategy 
Warehouse” loaded with informa¬ 
tion from people who have been 
there before. Perhaps one of the 
most thoroughly thought-out fea¬ 
tures of the site is called Zap Panel. 
Zap Panel is not only a lot of fun, 
but useful and personal. Here, you 
can “meet gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgendered and straight peo¬ 
ple, and ask them questions.” It’s 
an interactive area where you 
choose a guide, ask a question, and 
receive answers along with sugges¬ 
tions for other potential resources. 
Look for this site to really grow 
and flourish on the Web after its 
official launch on Coming Out 
Day, October 11,1997. ▼

fications he has going for him in 
the race to succeed retiring Trea¬ 
surer Mary Callanan and oversee 
the city’s approximate $2.5 billion 
investment portfolio. 

The other candidates for trea¬ 
surer are Supervisor Susan Leal, 
chair of the board’s finance com¬ 
mittee, and Lucrecia Bermudez, an 
immigrant rights activist and non¬ 
profit finance advisor. Both women 
are Latina lesbians, although each 
emphasizes that any similarity be¬ 
tween them ends there. The trea¬ 
surer’s seat is the only contested 
race on the November 4 ballot, 
which includes City Attorney 
Louise Renne running unopposed, 
and several propositions. 

James Ilnicki, SFO personnel 
director, told the B.A.R. on Tues¬ 
day, October 7 that Ventresca per¬ 
forms routine management duties 
in the facility operations and 
maintenance (FOM) division at 
the airport. His civil service job 
title is management assistant. Ac¬ 
cording to the Department of 
Human Resources, Ventresca’s job 
classification carries a biweekly 
salary of $1,895. 

A spokeswoman at the depart¬ 
ment also said no specific budget 
and policy analyst job exists 
among the 1,700 different job clas¬ 
sifications in city government. The 
closest thing is a budget and fiscal 
operations manager, which is be¬ 
lieved to be held by one person in 
the city’s personnel division. 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
he does not do budget work,” said 
Ilnicki, as he read some of Ven¬ 
tresca’s job duties from his job de¬ 


scription. Those include such re¬ 
sponsibilities as conducting bid 
openings for contracts, preparing 
construction contracts for the 
FOM division, and tracking con¬ 
struction projects. 

Ilnicki said he could not provide 
a copy of Ventresca’s job descrip¬ 
tion; as part of his personnel file, 
attorneys advised Ilnicki the infor¬ 
mation is not subject to the city’s 
Sunshine Ordinance, although the 
more general job characteristics 
document is public information. 
That document “sets forth the pa¬ 
rameters of a management assis¬ 
tant’s job for positions throughout 
San Francisco,” Ilnicki said. 

While the general job charac¬ 
teristics include references to bud¬ 
get-related duties, Ilnicki main¬ 
tained Ventresca does not current¬ 
ly perform any of them in his ca¬ 
pacity as a management assistant 
at SFO. Ilnicki also said he could 
only comment on Ventresca’s pre¬ 
sent job duties. 

Ilnicki added that the next 
promotion for a management as¬ 
sistant would be to a senior man¬ 
agement assistant. It would be un¬ 
likely, although not impossible, 
for someone to go from a man¬ 
agement assistant directly to a job 
such as the budget and fiscal op¬ 
erations manager. “It would be 
unusual for someone to be pro¬ 
moted directly without really phe¬ 
nomenal experience. I couldn’t 
rule it out, but it is unusual.” 

Ventresca responds 

In an interview Wednesday, 
October 8, Ventresca acknowl¬ 
edged he’s not currently doing 
budgetary work; however, he 
maintains he has done budget 
work in the past. “Over the nearly 


11 years at the airport, my duties 
have changed. I’ve done work 
preparing the budget, not cur¬ 
rently, but in the past. I’ve done 
five budget cycles out of 11 years.” 

He was also asked about an 
eight-month gap in employment 
on his resume between April 1986 
and January 1987, when he started 
at SFO. Initially, he said he spent 
the time taking civil service exams 
and looking for work; he later 
called back saying he reviewed his 
records and that from April to June 
1986, he worked as an assistant to 
the executive director for the St. 
Vincent Day Home in Oakland. 

Regarding his current job, Ven¬ 
tresca said the term budget and 
policy analyst is “correct as far as 
I’m concerned.” 

The candidates’ statements 
printed in the voter handbook are 
not verified by anyone, according 
to a disclaimer at the bottom. In 
his statement, Ventresca writes, 
“My occupation is City and Coun¬ 
ty of San Francisco Airport Com¬ 
mission Budget and Policy Ana¬ 
lyst.” He was asked whether the 
misrepresentation of his job title is 
a violation of the public trust and 
bristled at the question. “I am a 
budget and policy analyst for SFO, 
and I think anyone who would 
make that charge is irresponsible. 

“The record is there, all the 
projects I’ve worked on. I believe 
it is an accurate description,” said 
Ventresca. 

Ventresca maintained that he’s 
never said that budget and policy 
analyst is his civil service job clas¬ 
sification, and said he has stated 
his job title, management assis¬ 
tant, when asked. “I’ve not made 
any statements that are inaccu¬ 
rate, in my opinion.” ▼

SF Youth Commission 
has its first open 
lesbian member 

Diverse group hopes voters pass Prop E

$|| he San Francisco Youth 
Commission, made up en- 
§f tirely of 17 young people 
from throughout the city, has 
more queer representation than it 
did a year ago; one of the first 
openly gay commissioners, Kent 
Khounsombath, was reappointed, 
and newcomer Dennis Isner is 
also openly gay. This year, there is 
also the first openly lesbian youth 
commissioner, Lena Turner, who 
was appointed by openly lesbian 
Supervisor Leslie Katz. 

Turner, who turned 20 last 
month, said she’s looking forward 
to serving on the youth commis¬ 
sion and feels the body helps em¬ 
power young people, giving them 
responsibilities in terms of mak¬ 
ing recommendations about how 
the city should provide and sup¬ 
port services for its younger citi¬ 
zens. It’s also a great way to expe¬ 
rience local government in action, 
she said. 

“It’s really putting queer youth 
up there, it’s great there are three 
on the commission, because more 
voices are heard,” Turner told the 
B.A.R. “I think also it’s showing 
other queer youth they can be po¬ 
litically active. It’s an intense 
group; everyone’s so diverse and 
everyone’s so different.” 

Katz is pleased with her ap¬ 
pointment. “The work of the 
youth commission will be greatly 
enhanced by the presence of Lena. 
The issues of lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender youth must be 
well integrated into youth issues 
in general. 

“We must also encourage fu¬ 
ture leaders like Lena. The future 
of our community depends on 
it,” Katz said. 

Out at 16 

Turner has been actively in¬ 
volved with queer youth issues for 
several years, including the 1996 
and 1997 Young, Loud, and Proud 
events. She has also volunteered 
on a youth talkline run by Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center (LYRIC). 

“I came out at 16,” Turner said. 
“I didn’t tell anyone I went to 
school with, except for teachers 
who were openly gay. Must of my 
family has been pretty supportive, 
but it’s been rough.” 

She now lives,on her own in 
the city and works full-time in 
Mountain View. Turner graduat¬ 
ed from Phillip and Sala Burton 
High School in 1995 and plans to 
go to college. 

Turner credited two local 
groups for being there when she 
needed support after she came 
out as a lesbian. “The best thing I 
did when I came out was get in¬ 
volved with Drama DIVAS and 
the LYRIC talkline.” 

Drama DIVAS is a program 
run by Brava! For Women in the 
Arts. Turner participated in pro¬ 
duction of a queer youth ‘zine and 
operated a light board and sound 
equipment during performances. 

LYRIC’s youth talkline is for 
people 23 years of age and 
younger. From 1995 through 



1997, Turner was a shift leader, 
helping train new volunteers to 
become active listeners, as well as 
learning crisis intervention, and 
becoming sensitive to cultural di¬ 
versity. That experience should 
serve her well on the youth com¬ 
mission. 

Proposition E 

The commission has had just 
two meetings since Mayor Willie 
Brown presided over the swear¬ 
ing-in ceremony September 9. 
The group will meet again next 
Thursday, October 16, and wel¬ 
comes the involvement of the 
city’s young people. The commis¬ 


sion is also hoping voters approve 
Proposition E on the November 4 
ballot that would give the com¬ 
missioners the ability to draft leg¬ 
islation so that members could re¬ 
ceive a modest stipend, increase 
the commissioners’ term of office 
from one to two years, and stag¬ 
ger those terms. 

Officially, commissioners can¬ 
not lobby for the ballot measure; 
Isner is the campaign manager 
and coordinator for the proposi¬ 
tion, but only when he’s not offi¬ 
cially conducting youth commis¬ 
sion business. 

“The big misconception is that 
it will cost money, that it will 
allow the youth commissioners to 
get paid,” Isner told the B.A.R. 

Currently, funding for the 
commission is allocated by the 
Board of Supervisors, and that 
will not change under Proposition 
E. Isner said what will change is 
that the commission will have the 
authority to write future legisla¬ 
tion so they can receive a stipend 
for attending meetings. That 
would only occur if the supervi¬ 
sors approve and the mayor signs 
any legislation. 

Dean Goodwin, the mayor’s li¬ 
aison to the queer community, 
said that right now, some city 
commissioners do receive small 
stipends, such as $25 per meeting, 
while others do not. It seems the

Benefit tomorrow , open house October 15

he friendly and beautiful 
blonde who sometimes 
greets visitors to the offices 
of Pets Are Wonderful Support 
(PAWS) is a yellow Labrador mix 
named Quinn, which is fitting for 
an agency that provides a variety 
of pet-related services to low-in- 
come people living with 
HIV/AIDS. This Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 15, PAWS is hosting an open 
house, and Chris Dunaway, direc¬ 
tor of operations, said the com¬ 
munity is invited to stop by the 
new Market Street offices and say 
hello to Quinn and the rest of the 
gang there. 

There will also be a benefit to 
raise money for PAWS this Friday, 
October 10. 

Over the last 10 years, PAWS 
has seen several changes as the 
AIDS pandemic has changed, ac¬ 
cording to Client Services Direc¬ 
tor Erin Farrell. “There has been a 
shift, there’s less practical support 
such as dog-walking and chang¬ 
ing cat litter boxes. Now, people 
use the veterinary services and 
food more, and that’s a financial 
strain, because it’s stuff that costs 
money.” 

Dunaway agreed that the vet¬ 
erinary and pet food services that 
most of the 300 clients utilize are 
the most expensive for the agency 
to provide, but she said PAWS 
stays in business because of pri¬ 
vate donations (of cash and sup¬ 
plies like pet food), and because 
about 200 volunteers help hold 
down costs. 

Professionals volunteer their 
grooming facilities and expertise 
to bathe animals and clip their 
nails. PAWS also works in con¬ 
junction with more than 20 vets 
throughout the Bay Area, who 
also donate their services. Other 
volunteers help coordinate those 
services, plus many others, in¬ 
cluding dog-walking, aquarium 
cleaning, foster care, transporta¬ 
tion to pet medical or grooming 
appointments, and helping staff 
the new office. In fact, Dunaway 
said, “Right now, we have a really 
big need for reception staff.” 

Volunteers also host events to 
raise money, such as the popular 
Doggone Fun Run, and staff 
booths at local community events 
such as the Folsom and Castro 
street fairs. This year PAWS was a 
beneficiary of Macy’s Passport In¬ 
store. 

The newest PAWS benefit takes 
place this Friday, courtesy of Ro- 
mantasy, the boutique that “tells 


the secret Victoria tries to keep.” 
The corseteria will celebrate its re¬ 
cent move to' the Upper Market 
area from the Marina District by 
holding an open house from 8 
p.m. until midnight at its 2191 
Market Street store, right around 
the corner from the PAWS office. 

Romantasy features antique 
mannequins displaying made-to- 
measure Victorian corsets and cos¬ 
tumes, for which it has earned an in¬ 
ternational reputation. “We promise 
to carry on Romantasy’s tradition of 
promoting the softer side of sex,” 
said owner Ann Grogan. 

She said tomorrow’s event in¬ 
cludes a hand massage of human 
“paws” by certified massage ther¬ 
apist Sandy Fawcett. Local jazz 
singer Joan Max will emcee the 
gala, which also features a 20- 
model corset fashion show called 
“The Beautiful and the Boda¬ 
cious.” Latin dance team Christina 
and Jaime will entertain with 
demonstrations of their fiery ball¬ 
room technique in the tango, 
rumba, and salsa, and other en¬ 
tertainers will perform as well. 
There is no fee, although dona¬ 
tions will be accepted on behalf of 
PAWS. 

The new PAWS office on Mar¬ 
ket Street, where the agency will 
hold its own open house next 
Wednesday, is next door to Ro¬ 


mantasy. It had been in a second 
floor suite of offices on Castro 
Street until last month, but a 
combination of factors made the 
new location more attractive, in¬ 
cluding higher visibility and bet¬ 
ter access to people with disabili¬ 
ties. “It was stupid for us to be 
paying so much rent,” Farrell said, 
referring to the old location. 

Additionally, she said, the need 
for space was reduced since the 
paid PAWS staff had been stream¬ 
lined all the way down to Dun¬ 
away and Farrel.

matter has been handled in a hap¬ 
hazard manner over the years; 
some stipends for commissioners 
have been approved by voters, 
while some have been introduced 
and passed by the supervisors. 

In addition to drafting legisla¬ 
tion, Proposition E will extend a 
lot of youth commissioner roles 
and responsibilities, Isner said. 

Moving ahead 

Regardless of Proposition E 
and whether it passes, Isner said 
the youth commission is moving 


forward. There are plans to form a 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
youth advisory task force in the 
city that the commission may de¬ 
cide to get involved with, as well 
as the upcoming AIDS Summit 
the mayor is planning. 

“It’s a matter of what the vari¬ 
ous commissioners want to take 
on,” said Isner. T

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AEF to benefit from Castro

Parker House this Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 11 for a sumptuous garden 
luncheon to benefit the AIDS 
Emergency Fund (AEF). Owners 
Bill Boeddiker and Bob O’Hallo- 
ran anticipate a good turnout, 
and hope to raise between $5,000 
and $7,000 for one of the city’s 
more respected AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations. 

The Parker House Guest 
House and Gardens, as the reno¬ 
vated mini-mansion is formally 
known, is located at 530 Church 
Street near 18th Street, close to 
public transportation and the 
Castro’s cafes, shops, and bars. 
Stairs from its elegant deck, adja¬ 
cent to the large and sunny break¬ 
fast room, lead down to an ex¬ 
pansive garden and patio area that 
Boeddiker says is the ideal setting 
for the festive fall luncheon. Vio¬ 
linist Sara Knutson and a string 
quartet will supply musical enter¬ 
tainment. The 2223 Restaurant 
and Bar will provide the food; 
Mecca will donate the wine and 
soft drinks. 

“Everyone is welcome to at¬ 
tend,” Boeddiker said. “One hun¬ 
dred percent of the $50 per per¬ 
son ticket price will go directly to 
AEF.” 

Others who are involved with 
the luncheon include Christian 
Damerow, Nick Harvey, Chris 
Krzak, Jack Monroe, and Greg 
Smith, plus the businesses Church 
Street Flowers and Abbey Party 
Rental. If all goes well, Boeddiker 
and O’Halloran intend to make 
the event an annual fall fundrais¬ 
er for AEF and its emergency 
grants program, which received 
apporoximately $860,000 this 
year through the federal Ryan 
White CARE program but de¬ 
pends largely on community do¬ 
nations for support. 

$120,000 per month 

AEF started in San Francisco’s 
leather community in 1982 with 
$6,500 given to 19 clients; today it 
distributes grants on behalf of 
about 4,000 people and has a 
budget of $1.8 million. People 
don’t receive the money directly; 
AEF sends checks to clients’ land¬ 


lords, utility company, or other 
creditors. 

As people with HIV are living 
longer, the number of AEF client 
requests continues to increase, 
and the organization finds itself in 
need of donor support. A cash 
crunch forced the board last 
March to reduce its maximum 
grant from $500 to $400 per per¬ 
son, per year, but even after that 
move AEF Board President Ken 
Turner said AEF needs to raise 
$120,000 per month to meet the 
current need. 

Boeddiker and O’Halloran 
said one reason they helped orga¬ 
nize the luncheon is that they like 
AEF’s cost-effectiveness and lack 
of high administrative overhead. 
It has no paid executive director, 
and strives to distribute 90 per¬ 
cent of its budget to clients; last 
year that Figure dropped a notch 
to 89 percent, Turner said, but it 
remains one of the few ASOs to 
give such a high percentage of its 
annual budget to direct client ser¬ 
vices. 

The Parker House fundraiser 
follows a successful fundraiser at 
the popular Lake Merritt eatery 
ZZA’s Trattoria September 10. 
Owner and chef Janene Silverman 
donated all lunch and dinner pro¬ 
ceeds from all food and liquor 


sales, as well as waiters’ tips, in 
what was the first non-bar AEF 
fundraiser ever held in the East 


Bay. Despite the BART strike that 
raged at the time, customers 
packed ZZA’s during the evening 
hours and contributed more than 
$5,000 to AEF. ▼

BRIEF SUMMARY: For complete prescribing information, see package insert. 


VIRACEPT is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection when antiretroviral therapy is warranted. This 
indication is based on surrogate marker changes in patients who received VIRACEPT in combination with 
nucleoside analogues or alone for up to 24 weeks. At present, there are no results from controlled trials 
evaluating the effect of therapy with VIRACEPT on clinical progression of HIV infection, such as survival or the 
incidence of opportunistic infections. 


CONTRAINDICATIONS 

VIRACEPT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to any of its components. 

WARNING 

Patients with Phenylketonuria: VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains 11.2 mg phenylalanine per gram of powder. 

VIRACEPT should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine, astemizole, cisapride, triazolam or 
midazolam, because competition for CYP3A by nelfinavir could result in inhibition of the metabolism of 
these drugs and create the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias or prolonged 
sedation. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Nelfinavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised when 
administering this drug to patients with hepatic impairment. 

Resistance/Cross Resistance: Because the potential for HIV cross resistance between protease inhibitors 
has not been fully explored, it is unknown what effect nelfinavir therapy will have on the activity of 
subsequently administered protease inhibitors. (See MICROBIOLOGY in complete prescribing information.) 
Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas and hemarthrosis, 
in patients with hemophilia type A and B treated with protease inhibitors. In some patients, additional factor 
VIII was given. In more than half of,the reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or 
reintroduced. A causal relationship has not been established. 

Information For Patients 

For optimal absorption, patients should be advised to take VIRACEPT with food. (See Pharmacokinetics 
and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

Patients should be informed that VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue to 
acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of VIRACEPT are unknown at this time. They should be 
told that there is currently no data demonstrating that VIRACEPT therapy can reduce the risk of transmitting 
HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take VIRACEPT every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose or 
discontinue therapy without consulting with their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then return to their normal schedule. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should 
not double the next dose. 

The most frequent adverse event associated with VIRACEPT is diarrhea, which can usually be controlled 
with non-prescription drugs, such as loperamide, which slow gastrointestinal motility. 

VIRACEPT may interact with some drugs, therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor the 
use of any other prescription or non-prescription medication. 

Patients receiving oral contraceptives should be instructed that alternate or additional contraceptive 
measures should be used during therapy with VIRACEPT. 

Drug Interactions 

Nelfinavir is an inhibitor of CYP3A (cytochrome P450 3A). Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs 
primarily metabolized by CYP3A may result in increased plasma concentrations of the other drug that could 
increase or prolong both its therapeutic and adverse effects. Nelfinavir is metabolized in part by CYP3A. 
Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs that induce CYP3A may decrease nelfinavir plasma concentrations 
and reduce its therapeutic effect. Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs that inhibit CYP3A may increase 
nelfinavir plasma concentrations. 

Based on known metabolic profiles, clinically significant drug interactions are not expected between 
VIRACEPT and dapsone, trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole, clarithromycin, azithromycin, erythromycin, 
itraconazole or fluconazole. 

Antihistamines 

terfenadine: Administration of terfenadine with VIRACEPT resulted in the appearance of unchanged 
terfenadine in plasma: therefore, VIRACEPT should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. Because a similar interaction 
is likely, VIRACEPT should also not be administered concurrently with astemizole. 

Anti-HIV jj rotease inhibitors 

Indinavir: Coadministration of indinavir with VIRACEPT resulted in an 83% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 51% increase in indinavir plasma AUC. The safety of this combination has not been established. 

Ritonavir: Coadministration of ritonavir with VIRACEPT resulted in a 152% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and very little change in ritonavir plasma AUC. The safety of this combination has not been established. 

Saquinavir: Coadministration of saquinavir with VIRACEPT resulted in an 18% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 392% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. If used in combination, no dose adjustments are needed. 
Antifunga[agents 

Ketoconazole: Coadministration of ketoconazole with VIRACEPT resulted in a 35% increase in nelfinavir 
plasma AUC. This change was not considered clinically significant and no dose adjustment is needed when 
ketoconazole and VIRACEPT are coadministered. 

Anti-HIV reverse transcriptase inhibitors 

Didanosine: It is recommended that didanosine be administered on an empty stomach; therefore, 
nelfinavir should be administered (with food) one hour after or more than two hours before didanosine. 

Zidovudine: Coadministration of zidovudine and lamivudine with VIRACEPT resulted in a 35% decrease in 
zidovudine plasma AUC. A dose adjustment is not needed when zidovudine is administered with VIRACEPT. 

Little or no change in the pharmacokinetics of either drug was observed when VIRACEPT was” 
coadministered with lamivudine or stavudine. 

Antimycobacterial agents 

Rifabutin: Coadministration of rifabutin and VIRACEPT resulted in a 32% decrease in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 207% increase in rifabutin plasma AUC. It is recommended that the dose of rifabutin be reduced to 
one-half the usual dose when administered with VIRACEPT. 

Rifampin: Coadministration of rifampin and VIRACEPT resulted in an 82% decrease in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC. VIRACEPT and rifampin should not be coadministered. 

Oral Contraceptives 

Ethinyl estradiol and norethindrone: Coadwinistration of VIRACEPT with OVCON-35 resulted in a 47% 
decrease in ethinyl estradiol and an 18% decrease in norethindrone plasma concentrations. Alternate or 
additional contraceptive measures should be used during therapy with VIRACEPT. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Carcinogenicity studies in animals have not yet been completed. Nelfinavir was not, however, mutagenic or 
clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo tests including microbial mutagenesis (Ames), mouse 
lymphoma, chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes, and an in vivo rat micronucleus assay. 
Pregnancy, Fertility and Reproduction - Pregnancy Category B 

Comparisons of systemic exposure are based on the steady-state area under the plasma concentration time 
curve (AUC) observed in humans receiving the recommended therapeutic dose. Nelfinavir produced no effects 
on either male or female mating and fertility or embryo survival in rat studies at exposures comparable to 
human therapeutic exposure. There were also no effects on fetal development or maternal toxicity when 
nelfinavir was administered to pregnant rats at systemic exposures comparable to human exposure. 
Administration of nelfinavir to pregnant rabbits resulted in no fetal development effects up to a dose at which a 
slight decrease in maternal body weight was observed; however, even at the highest dose evaluated, systemic 
exposure in rabbits was significantly lower than human exposure. Additional studies in rats indicated that 
exposure to nelfinavir in females from mid-pregnancy through lactation had no effect on the survival, growth, 
and development of the offspring to weaning. Subsequent reproductive performance of these offspring was 
also not affected by maternal exposure to nelfinavir. However, there are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human 
response, VIRACEPT should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 


Nursing Mothers 

The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not 
to breast-feed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. Studies in 
lactating rats have demonstrated that nelfinavir is excreted in milk. It is not known whether nelfinavir is 
excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use 

Nelfinavir was studied in one open-label, uncontrolled trial in 38 pediatric patients ranging in age from 2 to 
13 years. In order to achieve plasma concentrations in pediatric patients which approximate those observed 
in adults, the recommended pediatric dose is 20-30 mg/kg given three times daily, not to exceed 750 mg 
three times a day. (See DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

A similar adverse event profile was seen during the pediatric clinical trial as in adult patients. The 
evaluation of the antiviral activity of nelfinavir in pediatric patients is ongoing. 

The safety, effectiveness and pharmacokinetics of nelfinavir have not been evaluated in pediatric patients 
below the age of 2 years. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of VIRACEPT was studied in over 1500 patients who received drug either alone or in 
combination with nucleoside analogues (d4T or ZDV/3TC). The majority of adverse events were of mild 
intensity. The most frequently reported adverse event among patients receiving VIRACEPT was diarrhea, 
which was generally of mild to moderate intensity. 

Drug-related clinical adverse experiences of moderate or severe intensity in >2% of patients treated 
with VIRACEPT coadministered with ZDV plus 3TC (Study 511) or in combination with d4T (Study 506) for up to 
24 weeks are presented in Table 1.

Adverse events occurring in less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT in all phase ll/lll clinical trials 
and considered at least possibly related or of unknown relationship to treatment and of at least moderate 
severity are listed below. 

Body as a Whole: accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, fever, headache, malaise, and pain. 

Digestive System: anorexia, dyspepsia, epigastric pain, gastrointestinal bleeding, hepatitis, mouth ulceration, 
pancreatitis and vomiting. 

Hemic/Lymphatic System: anemia, leukopenia and thrombocytopenia. 

Metabclic/Nutritional System: increases in alkaline phosphate, amylase, creatine phosphokinase, lactic 
dehydrogenase, SGOT, SGPT and gamma glutamyl transpeptidase; hyperlipemia, hyperuricemia, 
hypoglycemia, dehydration, and liver function tests abnormal. 

Musculoskeletal System: arthralgia, arthritis, cramps, myalgia, myasthenia and myopathy. 

Nervous System: anxiety, depression, dizziness, emotional lability, hyperkinesia, insomnia, migraine, 
paresthesia, seizures, sleep disorder, somnolence and suicide ideation. 

Respiratory System: dyspnea, pharyngitis, rhinitis, and sinusitis. 

Skin/Appendages: dermatitis, folliculitis, fungal dermatitis, maculopapular rash, pruritus, sweating, and urticaria. 
Special Senses: acute iritis and eye disorder. 

Urogenital System: kidney calculus, sexual dysfunction and urine abnormality. 

Laboratory Abnormalities 

Few patients experienced significant laboratory abnormalities while receiving VIRACEPT. The percentage of 
patients with marked laboratory abnormalities in Studies 511 and 506 are presented in Table 2. Marked 
laboratory abnormalities are defined as a Grade 3 or 4 abnormality in a patient with a normal baseline value or 
a Grade 4 abnormality in a patient with a Grade 1 abnormality at baseline.

OVERDOSAGE 

Human experience of acute overdose with VIRACEPT is limited. There is no specific antidote for overdose 
with VIRACEPT. If indicated, elimination of unabsorbed drug should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage. 
Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid removal of unabsorbed drug. Since nelfinavir is 
highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to significantly remove drug from blood. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Adults: The recommended dose is 750 mg (three 250 mg tablets) three times daily. VIRACEPT should be 
taken with a meal or light snack. Antiviral activity of VIRACEPT is enhanced when VIRACEPT is administered 
in combination with nucleoside analogues. Therefore, it is recommended that VIRACEPT be used in 
combination with nucleoside analogues. 

Pediatric Patients (2-13 years): The recommended oral dose of VIRACEPT for pediatric patients 2 to 13 
years of age is 20-30 mg/kg per dose, three times daily with a meal or a light snack. (See complete 
prescribing information for dosage table.) For children unable to take tablets, VIRACEPT Oral Powder may be 
administered. VIRACEPT Oral Powder should not be reconstituted with water in its original container.

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Beautiful dreamers 

Planners envision a more livable Castro

F or all its renown as home to 
the world’s most vibrant gay 
community, the Castro 
neighborhood falls far short of 
civic perfection. Skyrocketing 
rental prices, too many cars and 
chain stores, insufficient sidewalk 
space, the lack of an ample plaza 
for community rallies: these are 
among the many complaints area 
residents and visitors have voiced 
in recent years. Yet rather than 
kvetch, twiddle thumbs, and do 
nothing to address the problems, 
one group of architects, urban de¬ 
signers, artists, and representatives 
of nonprofit service organizations 
is busy brainstorming solutions, 
and inviting the public’s help. 

“We want to develop Castro 
and Upper Market streets as a cen¬ 
ter of gay and lesbian culture and 
services,” says local architect 
Michael Mullin, a member of Cas¬ 
tro Area Planning + Action 
(CAP+A), a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion focusing on housing, safety, 
economic development, gay and 
lesbian visibility, transportation, 
traffic and parking, community 
institutions, and general planning. 
The group’s goal is to devise ways 
of maintaining and strengthening 
the ethos of community diversity, 
service, participation, and cohe¬ 
siveness that lesbians and gays 
have built in the neighborhood 
over the last 30 years. 

Toward that end, CAP+A 
members conduct workshops and 
public meetings to hash out the 
issues and devise blueprints and 
action plans for a redesigned Cas¬ 
tro neighborhood that fully lives 
up to its international reputation. 
Past sessions have focused on 
ways to attract diverse, small, local 
businesses, create low-cost hous¬ 
ing opportunities, and develop 
mixed-use buildings accommo¬ 
dating businesses, affordable of¬ 
fices for nonprofit groups, and 
residential units. Future meetings 
will continue these goals, while 
focusing on ways to expand pub¬ 
lic spaces, improve public trans¬ 
portation, reduce traffic conges¬ 
tion, and provide more amenities 
for pedestrians. 

With the lesbian and gay popu¬ 
lation growing by leaps and 
bounds every year, the Castro 
neighborhood, as it’s commonly 
termed, now encompasses an area 
of about one square mile, general¬ 
ly bounded by Dolores, 21 st, Mar¬ 
ket/Clayton, and Waller Streets. 

The neighborhood’s main 
focal point continues to be Har¬ 
vey Milk Plaza, at the intersection 
of Castro and Market streets, a 
space of particular interest to 
CAP+A. At present, in CAP+A’s 
view, the plaza is an undistin¬ 
guished urban space, little more 
than a subway entrance, with no 
gathering places, pedestrian facil¬ 
ities, or any indication that the 
place is important. The group 
would like to see it become an 
inviting “town square” suitable for 
large and small public gatherings, 
as well as a fitting memorial to 
Harvey Milk. 

Among the schemes consid¬ 
ered for achieving this goal are re¬ 
configuring traffic through the in¬ 
tersection — perhaps creating a 
traffic circle — closing a portion 
of 17th Street to Cars, acquiring 
adjacent private properties and 
turning them into landscaped 
open spaces, designing a raised 
platform for performance and 


political rallies, and erecting a 
prominent landmark visible from 
down Market and Castro streets. 
[See sidebar.] 

To enable nonprofit groups to 
move back to the neighborhood, 
after their flight to lower-rent sec¬ 
tions of the city, CAP+A would 
like to see zoning laws changed to 
favor taller, multiple-use build¬ 
ings. In return for providing low- 
cost rental space for nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations, as well as low-cost 
apartment units, landlords would 
be allowed to exceed the current 
50-foot building-height limit (80- 
foot on corners) now enforced by 
the city. They might also be re¬ 
leased from the requirement for 
providing one parking space for 
every 500 square feet of commer¬ 
cial space. Increased floor space 
lessens a building’s total property 
costs, making such an arrange¬ 
ment enticing to landlords. The 
result, in addition to affordable 
rental spaces, would be a higher 
building and population density 
for the neighborhood. 

“Higher density is often posi¬ 
tive for the environment,” says 
CAP+A member Linton Stables, 
who works for a local architectur¬ 
al firm. “It allows for more public 
transit, social services, and street 
life.” A denser neighborhood 
would also help eliminate “dead 
spaces” along stretches of Market 
Street from Castro to Waller. 
These include uninviting stretch¬ 
es of sidewalk, such as along the 
Safeway parking lot at Church 
and Market. By encouraging more 
storefronts, and perhaps by desig¬ 
nating places for street artists to 
display their work, such spaces 
would attract more foot traffic, 
making them livelier and safer. 

The possible reduction of 
available parking spaces would re¬ 
quire a reconfiguration of trans¬ 
portation in and out of the Cas¬ 
tro. Presently, although the neigh¬ 
borhood is well-served by public 


transit, some inadequacies need 
to be addressed. The Muni under¬ 
ground rail line, for instance, 
shuts down prematurely at 10 
p.m. And currently no bus lines 
provide direct connections be¬ 
tween BART and the Castro, or 
CalTrain and the Castro. These 
shortcomings would most likely 
need to be rectified. New bus 
routes might be necessary for get¬ 
ting Castro commuters to Penin¬ 
sula, South Bay, and Marin Coun¬ 
ty locations without requiring 
multiple transfers. Additionally, 
remote parking might be 
arranged at easy-to-reach loca¬ 
tions, with shuttle buses running 
on a regular basis. 

Another CAP+A idea for en¬ 
ticing people out of their cars 
would be to create a public or pri¬ 
vate jitney service that shuttles 
passengers around the neighbor¬ 
hood at frequent intervals. If the 
demand for parking spaces still 
persists, public garages could be 
built, but only as temporary 
structures, designed so that they 
could be converted several years 
later to commercial and residen¬ 
tial uses. By that time, ideally, effi¬ 
cient public transportation would 
have substantially reduced the 
need for cars. 

“We want to make sure that 
schools, arts and social service or¬ 
ganizations, churches and non-re¬ 
tail services remain available in the 
neighborhood in the coming 
years,” says CAP+A representative 
Mullin. “As rents increase and the 
neighborhood becomes a destina¬ 
tion location, we want to ensure 
that affordable space is available 
for all the institutions that are im¬ 
portant to people in the Castro.” ▼

Harvey Milk gets the 
biggest pole in the Castro

M ayor Willie Brown has ordered his liaison to the gay and 
lesbian community to facilitate the placement of a flagpole 
for a rainbow flag in Harvey Milk Plaza, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano introduced a measure before the 
board two years ago to place some sort of artistic memorial to slain 
Supervisor Harvey Milk in the plaza at Castro and Market streets. 
Since its passage May 26,1995, however, no action has been taken. 

Gilbert Baker, the designer of the rainbow flag design that has 
become an international gay symbol, collected signatures at the 
Castro Street Fair Sunday, October 5 in support of the idea of plac¬ 
ing a rainbow flag in the plaza on the 20th anniversary of Milk’s 
first election, November 8. Shortly after arriving with his petitions, 
he saw the mayor with gay liaison Dean Goodwin and pitched the 
idea to them. 

“[Brown] listened to me for a few minutes and then turned to 
Dean and said, ‘Sounds good. Do it,”’ Baker told the B.A.R. 

Goodwin confirmed Baker’s verslort of events, and said Brown 
had ordered him to work with Mark Primeau, the openly gay di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public Works (DPW), to get the plag- 
pole erected. Since meeting with Primeau on Monday, Goodwin 
said, “I don’t know of any problems with it. They should have all the 
materials they need at DPW.” 

He said he expected the necessary work to be completed by No¬ 
vember 20. No details about a possible dedication ceremony were 
available at press time. ▼

Homosexual writings, sexual 
behavior, HIV, Chicana feminism, 
and contemporary gay and lesbian 
Hispanic literature are just a hand¬ 
ful of the issues to be explored.

Latin Ameri¬ 
can novelist Iris Zavala will speak 
Saturday evening, prior to a 
nighttime reception. A multime¬ 
dia installation by performance 
artist Guillermo Gomez-Pena will 
highlight the fallacy of boundaries 
between countries and cultures. 
The installation takes place 
throughout the conference at 
USF’s Lone Mountain campus. 

The conference is being coor¬ 
dinated by Pedro Lange-Churion, 
assistant professor of modern lan¬ 
guages at USF, and Eduardo 
Mendieta, assistant professor of 
philosophy at the university. Both 
are well-known scholars in the 
field of Latin American studies 
and co-produce a weekly radio 
program, Dialogos Hispanos, that 
discusses cultural topics of inter¬ 
est to the Bay Area’s large Hispan¬ 
ic community. 

“The‘browning’ of the U.S. by 
Mexicans, Puerto Ricans, and 
those of Latin America descent is 
usually viewed as a problem to be 
studied by the INS [Immigration 
and Naturalization Service] or 
Washington. Latin Americans and 


Hispanics in this country have 
come to think of themselves as a 
problem,” said Mendieta. “We are 
not a problem; we have been 
coming up with our own solu¬ 
tions through many venues. The 
conference’s goal is to underscore 
that we are not a problem, but the 
subject of our own history.” 

Among many contemporary 
issues, speakers will examine the 
following questions throughout 
the weekend: 

• What is the general status of 
immigration in the U.S., and why 
has the immigration of Hispanics 
caused such a backlash among 
voters? 

• Why do Latin Americans in 
general seem aloof to the cultural 
situation of Chicanos, Latinos, 
and Neuricans living in California 
and the rest of the country? 

• Are Hispanics in this country 
losing sight of their cultural ties 
with Latin America? 

• How can the cultural ties be¬ 
tween Hispanics in Latin America 
and Hispanics in North America 
be strengthened? 

Relative cultural 
disconnection 

“To be Hispanic is to be many 
things racially, culturally, linguisti¬ 
cally, and religiously. To be His¬ 
panic is to access an ancient back¬ 
ground, racial mixing, and colo¬ 
nizations,” Mendieta said. “His¬ 
panicity is an abstraction and a 
construction; it’s ancient history 
and a place in the world. In this 
conference, we will be looking at 
Hispanicity from a postmodernist 
point of view. Postmodernism im¬ 
plies the collapse of a monolithic 
view of culture, and the emergence 
of many cultures and stories.” 

Lange-Churion said he, too, 
feels the event is important in 
order to assess the changing role of 
Latin American identity. “As a 
Latin American, I have realized 
that there is a relative cultural dis¬ 
connection between Latin Ameri¬ 
cans living in and outside the U.S., 
and between U.S. Latinos, Chi¬ 
canos, and Nuvoricans. I’ve wit¬ 
nessed the sweeping generaliza¬ 
tions that are used to address the 
very diverse Latino community. 

“This conference will address 
the imperative need to assess, 
from different perspectives and 
disciplines, the condition of His¬ 
panics as the century comes to an 
end,” Lange-Churion added. ▼

fore joining in the march. 

Another significant finding in 
the national LGBT domestic vio¬ 
lence report is the fact that of the 
50 states, seven define domestic 
violence in such a way that same- 
gender relationships do not qual¬ 
ify. The remaining 42 states and 
the District of Columbia may or 
may not permit same-gender re¬ 
lationships to be considered do¬ 
mestic violence. Merrill said that 
in California, the law was changed 
in January 1995 and now includes 


any kind of couple. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Sandra Tong, who heads 
the department’s domestic vio¬ 
lence unit, said that during the 
coming year, training programs 
will take place for police officers 
to learn about LGBT awareness. 
“We’re hoping that by doing this, 
their response to the community 
will be much more appropriate,” 
Tong said. T

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B-52s rock the Silicon Planet, net 
$100K+ for Santa Clara County’s ARIS

HI M ore than 1,200 Silicon 
Valley denizens attended 
I i 1 a high-tech event to raise 
money for Santa Clara County’s 
largest AIDS service provider Sat¬ 
urday, October 4. “Silicon Planet” 
was a combined concert, fashion 
show, cocktail party, art auction, 
and technology fair, held in a con¬ 
verted warehouse in San Jose. 

The 1,000 tickets available to 
the public, priced at $100 each, 
sold out in less than five days, 
while numerous employees of 
corporate sponsors received spe¬ 
cial VIP entrance. The event was 
expected to raise between 
$100,000 and $200,000 for ARIS, 
a full-service AIDS agency based 
in San Jose. ARIS, with a budget 
of just over $1.5 million, serves 
thousands of clients throughout 
the South Bay. 

The event was organized by 
South Bay philanthropist Tom 
Hayes of Applied Materials and 
his wife Debbie, with the help of 
over a dozen major corporate 
sponsors. 

The crowd at the event at times 
seemed more Hollywood than Sil¬ 
icon Valley, with a number of en¬ 
tertainment industry wannabes 
and rising talents schmoozing 
with the handful of entertainment 
notables on hand. Silicon Valley 
execs and techies mingled with 
stand-up comics and television 


actors over sushi and noodles, at 
the cappuccino bar, or in the cigar 
salon, an area filled with stylishly 
dressed stogie fans enjoying music 
from a separate stage. 

At one point, so many people 
filled the cigar salon that the fire 
marshals restricted entrance to 
the area to prevent a fire hazard. 
Some partygoers spilled out into 
the street around the warehouse 
to finish their cigars. Musician 
and technology buff Todd Rund- 
gren was joined by Star Trek star 
Michael Dorn (“Worf”) while 
Rundgren savored his cigar.

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Dignity seeks pledges 
for solidarity against violence

§ hile October 11 is becom¬ 
ing more famous for Na- 
11 tional Coming Out Day, 
straight Christians were asked last 
weekend to “come out” in solidar¬ 
ity with gays and lesbians, specif¬ 
ically against anti-gay verbal and 
physical violence. 

Solidarity Sunday, the Sunday 
before National Coming Out Day, 
reaches out to straight Christians 
nationwide, asking them to wear 
a rainbow ribbon and accept a 
pledge to work for civil rights and 
reject violence, bigotry and hate 
speech toward any people, includ¬ 
ing gays and lesbians. 

Solidarity Sunday began in 
1995 by Dignity/USA, a national 
Catholic gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zation, as a peaceful Christian 
response to physical and verbal 
anti-gay violence. Across the 
country, more than 100,000 
pledges and ribbons were ex¬ 
pected to be distributed this 
year. 

Here in the Bay Area, members 
of Dignity/SF distributed about 
4,000 rainbow ribbons and pledge 
cards at churches in San Francisco 
and in the East Bay last Sunday, as 
well as at the Folsom and Castro 
street fairs, said Gino Ramos, co¬ 
coordinator for the event with 
Dignity/SF. 

Ramos said several churches in 
the area were happy to take part 
in the event. In addition to dis¬ 
tributing the pledge cards and rib¬ 
bons, some churches had special 
prayers during their services - 
prayers for an end to anti-gay vi¬ 
olence, and prayers for equal civil 
rights for all. 


Solidarity Sunday even has. 
support from Washington, DC, 
including that of Vice President Al 
Gore, who has endorsed the event 
each of the past three years. 
Ramos said Dignity was excited 
by the supportive response it gets 
from government leaders as well 
as churches. 

“Receiving an endorsement 
letter from Al Gore emphasizes 
the need for this outreach,” 
Ramos said. “It gives us hope that 
we may someday defeat senseless 


homophobia.” 

Event coordinators say that de¬ 
spite growing tolerance toward 
gays, verbal and physical bashing 
is still a reality. Garrin Benfield, 
Dignity/SF’s other coordinator for 
Solidarity Sunday, said a survey 
last spring by the National Coali¬ 
tion of Anti-Violence Programs 
showed that reported anti-gay vi¬ 
olence rose six percent in the pre¬ 
vious year. 

“Unfortunately, anti-gay vio¬ 
lence in action and speech is still 


very much alive right now,” Ben¬ 
field said. He pointed out the re¬ 
cent news of California radio talk 
show host Rich Agozino, who has 
urged callers to write legislators to 
request the death penalty for ho¬ 
mosexuals, in order to be in ac¬ 
cord with so-called biblical law. 

But while some religious 
zealots continue to preach against 
gays, not all Christian faiths are so 
adamant against queers, as evi¬ 
denced by their participation in 
Solidarity Sunday. Ramos said 


that even the Catholic Church, 
which still considers homosexual 
acts sinful and immoral, strongly 
condemns anti-gay violence. 

“I think the Catholic Church is 
more tolerant, at least as far as vi¬ 
olence is concerned,” Ramos said. 
“Their rule for years now has been 
to ‘love the sinner, hate the sin,’ 
which still gives me the shivers to 
think about. 

“But it’s a lot better than, say, a 
fundamentalist Baptist, who says 
the queers are damned to hell.” ▼ 


Bishops' letter is nice but leaves much to be desired

: ay and lesbian Catholics are 
reacting with mixed feelings 

• toward a document released 
last week by U.S. bishops telling 
parents to love and support their 
gay children. 

Although the letter acknowl¬ 
edges that sexual orientation is 
not chosen and calls for tolerance 
and support for gay Catholics, it 
still holds “homosexual activity” 
as objectionable. 

Charles Cox, executive direc¬ 
tor of Dignity/USA, a national 
Catholic gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zation, acknowledged the positive 
tone of the letter and its timeli¬ 
ness - coinciding with October as 
Gay and Lesbian History Month, 
Dignity’s “Solidarity Sunday” on 
October 5, and National Coming 
Out Day on October 11. 

“This letter is a positive step, 
and we commend the bishops for 
their improved sensitivity to the 
issues which confront parents 


and their lesbian and gay chil¬ 
dren,” Cox said. “But all is not 
perfect.” 

The bishop’s document, titled 
“Always Our Children,” was ap¬ 
proved by the National Confer¬ 
ence of Catholic Bishops in Sep¬ 
tember and released to the public 
last week. It is the product of five 
years’ study by the bishops’ Com¬ 
mittee on Marriage and Family, 
which was asked to address the 
turmoil and pain felt between 
parents and their gay children. 

In the letter, the bishops call 
on parents to “do everything pos¬ 
sible to continue demonstrating 
love for your child,” and advises 
against any rejection or breaking 
off contact. 

“Generally, homosexual orien¬ 
tation is experienced as a given, 
not as something freely chosen,” 
the bishops wrote. “By itself, 
therefore, a homosexual orienta¬ 
tion cannot be considered sinful, 
for morality presumes the free¬ 
dom to choose.” 

However, the letter does not

any call for any change in Church 
doctrine, stating clearly that sexu¬ 
al activity between same-sex part¬ 
ners is immoral, and that the let¬ 
ter is not to be understood “as an 
endorsement of what some would 
call a ‘homosexual lifestyle.’” 

The Vatican stands firm in its 
doctrine that sexual activity is 
only morally acceptable within 
the bounds of heterosexual mar¬ 
riage. 

‘It’s a little late’ 

Robert Miailovich, president 
of Dignity/USA, said the letter ac¬ 
knowledged real dangers that 
confront gay and lesbian youth, 
and it offers some “very practical 
advice” to both parents and pas¬ 
tors. He said he hopes the letter 
will lead to improved ministry to¬ 
ward gays and lesbians, and he 
said Dignity’s job would be to 
hold the bishops to their words. 

But Miailovich also pointed 
out other areas where the bishop’s 
letter was troubling. 

“Though the letter is very pas¬ 
toral, we continue to be disturbed 
by the bishops’ continued distinc¬ 


tion between homosexual orien¬ 
tation and homosexual activity,” 
Miailovich said. “This is a dis¬ 
tinction that makes little sense to 
us and will be a stumbling block 
in the way of any effective pas¬ 
toral program seeking to encom¬ 
pass the letter’s recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“Further, the letter still leaves 
parents without guidance on how 
to respond positively to their chil¬ 
dren’s same-sex relationships.” 

Cox agreed that the issue of 
sexual intimacy between gays 
needs further consideration by 
the Church. 

“The most serious fault we 
find with the letter is the incom¬ 
plete explanation and view it pro¬ 
vides regarding chastity,” he said. 
“Dignity believes that expressions 
of love, including sexual intima¬ 
cy between two individuals of the 
same sex, can be morally accept¬ 
able.” 

Gino Ramos, member of Dig¬ 
nity/SF, said he really appreciated 
the bishops’ letter, although it was 
long overdue.

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Apuzzo to White House

ongtime lesbian activist Vir¬ 
ginia M. Apuzzo will move 
, to the White House as As¬ 
sistant to the President for Man¬ 
agement and Administration, 
after serving the last year as an as¬ 
sociate deputy secretary at the De¬ 
partment of Labor. 

According to the October 1 an¬ 
nouncement, Apuzzo will oversee 
administrative functions of the 
White House complex and have 
oversight responsibilities for all 
agencies of the Executive Office of 
the President. The substance of 
her responsibilities are smooth 
operations of the White House as 
a facility and support mechanism 
for the president. It is not a poli¬ 
cymaking position. 

Apuzzo, 56, is a former nun 
who has built an impressive re¬ 
sume in both gay activism and 
Democratic politics. She was ex¬ 
ecutive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) from 1983 to 1985. She 
served New York Governor Mario 
Cuomo as his liaison to the les¬ 
bian and gay community, on the 
state AIDS Advisory Council, and 
the Consumer Protection Board. 
In 1994 she was confirmed as 
president of the New York State 
Civil Service Commission. 

“She has impeccable profes¬ 
sional credentials - that she’s an 
activist is icing on the cake,” said 
Kerry Lobel, executive director of

the NGLTF. 

The Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund’s Brian Bond said, “By judg¬ 
ing applicants on their qualifica¬ 
tions rather than their sexual ori¬ 
entation, President Clinton con¬ 
tinues to set a shining example for 
all fair-minded employers to fol¬ 
low.” 

“We applaud this appointment 
as yet another step in President 
Clinton’s promise to make his ad¬ 
ministration look like America,” 
said Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Right’s 
Campaign. “We look forward to 
more appointments and nomina¬ 
tions of openly gay people in 
Clinton’s second term.” 

The national gay organizations 
were united in calling this “the

signed. “Wedge-issue politics and 
worse,” said Laurie McBride, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the Lobby for 
Individual Freedom and Equality 
(LIFE). “He is threatening the 
Governor, telling Wilson to veto 
the bill or ‘face the people.’ Obvi¬ 
ously, Mountjoy doesn’t know 
that every poll for the last six or 
seven years shows that 70 percent 
and more of the American public 
strongly supports nondiscrimina¬ 
tion policies for gays and lesbians. 
He’s just beating the same old 
drum of anti-gay discrimination.” 

Mountjoy’s arguments seem to 
be based on protection of the 
rights of landlords and employers. 
“A landlord or an employer can 
easily tell a person’s gender, eth¬ 
nicity or approximate age and 
avoid discrimination against 
them,” he says. “A landlord cannot 
be expected to know what a ten¬ 
ant does behind closed doors. To 
make landlords and employers 
subject to discrimination charges 
for violating the civil rights based 
on a tenant’s sexual behavior is 
ridiculous.” 

McBride panned Mountjoy’s 
faulty logic, saying, “He insults the 
intelligence of every thinking Cal¬ 
ifornian. First he says being gay is 
a choice and doesn’t deserve pro¬ 
tection - choice is only protected 
if it’s religion. Then he says that 
because an employer can tell a 
person’s gender or ethnicity be¬ 
cause that’s not a choice, an em¬ 
ployer can ‘avoid discriminating 
against them.’ Does the Senator 
mean that discrimination would 
be okay if the employer couldn’t 
tell? So an employer who doesn’t 
see a job applicant is free to make 
racial slurs? Or that employers 
just naturally discriminate except 
when they are warned by the visi¬ 
ble reminder of gender, race, or 
disability?” 

“It is my hope and prayer that

Governor Wilson will veto AB 
257,” Mountjoy said in an Octo¬ 
ber 1 press release. Mountjoy 
noted that the referendum 
process is “rarely used,” all but ig¬ 
noring the referenda either 
mounted, threatened, or support¬ 
ed by Christian conservatives on a 
variety of subjects (i.e., Proposi¬ 
tions 187 and 209) in recent years. 
But he said it is necessary when a 
bare majority of the legislature 
and the governor enact laws that 
run counter to the desires of the 
people of California. 

“If the Governor signs AB 257 
into law, the drive to gather signa¬ 
tures to place this referendum on 
the ballot will begin as soon as the 
attorney general prepares the of¬ 
ficial title and summary,” Moun¬ 
tjoy said. 

McBride said, “What an idiot¬ 
ic and perverse thing to say. But 
then, Mountjoy never met a civil 
rights law that he liked.” ▼

highest-ranking openly gay ap¬ 
pointed official in history.” But 
that label is open to debate. The 
position does not require confir¬ 
mation by the Senate, a standard 
criterion for evaluating pecking 
order in the Capital. 

‘They run the agencies’ 

In making the appointment, 
the Clinton administration is fol¬ 
lowing what has become a stan¬ 
dard tactic: it directly plays to the 
gay and lesbian community and 
receives accolades from it. But the 
focused action draws little atten¬ 
tion from the mainstream, atten¬ 
tion that might come with an ap¬ 
pointment requiring Senate con¬ 
firmation. 

Apuzzo’s appointment is a per¬ 
sonal triumph. It is symbolically 
nice for both the Clinton admin¬ 
istration and the gay community; 
access to senior officials, in this 
case the president, is extremely 
important. But access alone 
counts for much less than what 
one does with that access. It re¬ 
mains to be seen if she can or will 
use her position to benefit direct¬ 
ly the gay and lesbian community 
at large. 

Keith Boykin, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Black Lesbian 
and Gay Leadership Forum, 
worked in the Clinton White 
House. “In my opinion, it is in 
many ways more important to 
have senior positions in the White 
House,” he said, “because, 
whether or not anybody ever tells 
you, the White House runs the 
Cabinet, they run the various 
agencies and departments.” He 
believes Apuzzo’s presence at 
those daily senior staff meetings 
will have an impact. ▼

II memorial service honoring 
the life of longtime San 
Francisco lesbian political 
activist and community leader Jo 
Daily will be held at 12 noon next 
Saturday, October 18 at St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, 1111 Gough Street. 

Daly died Friday, October 3 
following a long battle with can¬ 
cer. She was 51 years old. 

A founding member of the 
Alice B. Toklas Gay and Lesbian 
Democratic Club, chartered in 
1972, Daly was active in local De¬ 
mocratic politics and served as an 
elected delegate to three Democra¬ 
tic National Conventions. Daly 
also served terms as a member of 
the Democratic State Central 
Committee, the state chair of Cal¬ 
ifornia Democratic Council Gay 
Caucus, and co-chair of the North¬ 
ern California CDC Gay Caucus. 

Daly was named to the city’s 
Human Rights Commission staff 
in 1977 and staffed the agency’s les¬ 
bian and gay advisory committee. 

Appointed to the city’s Plan¬ 
ning Commission in 1979 by then 
San Francisco Mayor Dianne Fein- 
stein, Daly served a six-month stint 
on the board before Feinstein ap¬ 
pointed her to the Police Commis¬ 
sion, where she served until 1986. 

Daly and two other commis¬ 
sioners were replaced by Feinstein 
in a shake-up of the commission 
in 1986, but longtime friend and 
political associate Duke Smith, 
also a founding Toklas Club 
member, denied reports that Daly 
was ousted. 

“She resigned for personal and 
health reasons,” Smith told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “Jo and I were 
good friends.

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Viraceuticals: A new 
technology for fighting HIV

dvances in HIV treatment 
J|J| to this point have been 
mostly in pharmaceuticals. 
We live in a culture that is used to 
taking a pill for whatever ails us. 
Designing pills to swallow is prac¬ 
tical, more profitable, and easier 
for industry. Therefore, AIDS re¬ 
search has more or less followed 
this paradigm. Research into new 
treatment mechanisms is painful¬ 
ly slow, if not non-existent. 

Now, because of the expense 
and availability of the new thera¬ 
pies, other ways to fight HIV must 
be employed that target HIV in 
people at all levels of disease, all 
over the world. Advances in un¬ 
derstanding the way HIV attaches 
to cells through chemokine co-re- 
ceptors has opened up the field in 
creating new drugs to block these 
receptors. With this new under¬ 
standing of co-receptors and the 
use of CD4 receptors, researchers 
are also developing techniques to 
modify genes on non-HIV viruses 
that could be made to attach to the 
cell surface of HIV-infected cells 
and go on to kill them. 

This fascinating research using 
engineered viruses to target and 
destroy HIV-infected cells is under 
way. Although the research is fu¬ 
turistic and not without risks, it is 
a bold, creative leap into a relative¬ 
ly simple way to kill HIV-infected 
cells, and an interesting foray into 
new modalities for HIV treatment. 

Rabies for what ails you 

Two research teams from the 
Yale University Department of 
Genetics and the Federal Research 
Center for Virus Diseases of Ani¬ 
mals from Tubingen, Germany 
are looking at gene modification 
strategies that use engineered 
viruses capable of seeking out and 
killing HIV-infected cells. The 
German team is working with the 
rabies virus, and the Yale team is 
studying the effects of this modi¬ 
fication in a rabies cousin that in¬ 
fects livestock animals, called 
vesicular stomatitus virus (VSV). 

Here’s how it works: 

The technique involves using 
the same receptors that HIV uses 
to grab onto a cell and infect it, the 
CD4 receptor and the recently- 
discovered CXCR4 chemokine co¬ 
receptor. Think of these receptors 
as keys that are needed for entry 
into the locks of a human cell. The 
genes for these receptors are added 
to the rabies or VSV virus, which 
are placed in cultures containing 
HIV-infected cells. The engineered 
cells will now be able to attach and 
enter those HIV cells that express 
the necessary cell surface protein,

early ’70s core group that went 
further into the political process 
and gay rights.” 

Forced by cancer to withdraw 
from her political activities in the 
last years of her life, Daly later be¬ 
came a strong advocate for 
Proposition 215, the medical 
marijuana initiative passed by a 
56 percent margin of California 
voters last November. 

Daly testified about medical 
marijuana before state legislators 
and during hearings held last year 


gp 120 and gp41. The foreign virus 
then attaches to, enters, and kills 
the HIV-infected cell. 

In effect, the engineered virus 
now employs the same technique 
HIV uses to infect human cells. In 
the Yale experiments, human 
T-cell lines were infected 
with a laboratory 
strain of HIV. To half 
of those cells they 
added the modified 
VSV cells, and slashed in¬ 
fectious HIV at least 300- 
to 10,000-fold lower than 
HIV control cells. The 
German team found 
similar results by in¬ 
fecting a T-cell cul¬ 
ture with their engineered rabies 
virus. The cells rapidly dropped in¬ 
fectious HIV by 1,000-fold. Low 
level “bursts” of HIV over a 30-day 
period were apparently squelched 
by remaining engineered virus. 

The exciting results were re¬ 
ported in the September 5 issue of 
Cell. 

Risk factors 

There are a number of risks to 
the approach, but there are also 
safeguards against the risks, which 
would be necessary for an im¬ 
munocompromised person to 
chance infection from another 
virus. The engineered virus is de¬ 
signed to attach only to HIV cells, 
not to healthy bystander cells, 
therefore eliminating the possibil¬ 
ity of infection. Healthy cells in 
your body would not be affected, 
but the HIV cells that now con¬ 
tain the engineered virus would 
be killed. Also, the VSV virus only 
causes disease in livestock ani¬ 
mals, and not in humans. The 
question of these engineered 
viruses developing resistance is 
probably not an issue, because if 
the genes (or these receptors were 
able to mutate, HIV wouldn’t be 
able to perpetuate itself, since the 
receptors wouldn’t be there. 

Interestingly, once this virus is 
inside the HIV-infected cell, it can 
replicate and continue to infect 
other HIV cells, possibly eradicat¬ 
ing all HIV-infected CD4 cells. 
Not only will it select and kill 
once, but also it will continue to 
do its job. This raises questions 
about the evolution of the engi¬ 
neered virus once it’s going 
around killing HIV. There could 
be danger if the virus mutates. 

The FDA will definitely ask 
questions about the risks, and 
could even delay progress in this 
field. ACT UP/Golden Gate was 
successful, however,-in moving re¬ 
search forward in the baboon 
bone marrow experiment in 
which the FDA was concerned 
about the possible threat of expo¬ 
sure to unknown animal viruses.

about the benefits of the plant in 
relieving pain and easing the side 
effects of chemotherapy.

This, fortunately, did not happen. 
The engineered virus experiment 
is risky, however, and poses differ¬ 
ent problems in terms of un¬ 
known mutations that may arise. 
But if we don’t go forward with 
clinical trials, as we forced in the 
baboon bone marrow trans¬ 
plant experiment, people 
with AIDS may never 
gain the benefit of this 
possible breakthrough. 
This research has 
not been tested in hu¬ 
mans. It is going forward 
in monkeys, but due 
to the many ethical, 
regulatory, and logis¬ 
tical problems, trials 
in humans are not going to hap¬ 
pen soon. There are risks with ex¬ 
posing the patient to the virus, 
and also to any HIV-positive sex¬ 
ual partner of that patient. 

Fertile liposomes 

One way around dealing with 
a so-called uncontrollable virus is 
by developing drug candidates in 
liposomes that can use the same 
delivery mechanism that targets 
HIV-infected cells. Trading live 
viruses for liposome drug delivery 
would eliminate the problems 
with using viruses, and make an¬ 
tiviral therapy more direct. 

Gary Nolan, a molecular biolo¬ 
gist at Stanford University, has been 
working in this field of research for 
months. In his article in Cell, “Har¬ 


nessing Viral Devices as Pharma¬ 
ceuticals: Fighting HIV-l’s Fire 
with Fire,” Nolan says, “It is even 
possible to create simple non-viral 
devices that incorporate several 
HIV-1 chemokine receptors along 
with CD4 to target all cell types in¬ 
fected expressing gpl20 and gp 41. 
The merging of the fields of phar¬ 
maceuticals with these delivery ap¬ 
proaches gleaned from studying 
viral entry is fertile ground for ad¬ 


vances in therapeutics.” 

The research is new and hopes 
are high, but there is a long way to 
go before this fascinating ap¬ 
proach to both drug delivery and 
selective HIV killing can be em¬ 
ployed. It is promising to know 
that work in this field is moving 
forward and gaining notice in an 
era where many people have failed 
the ever-present antiviral pill¬ 
popping. ▼

T his week the 1,000th volunteer was welcomed to Gay Games 
Amsterdam 1998, an important milestone. Two hundred 
thousand visitors and 15,000 participants are expected next 
year in Amsterdam for Gay Games V. For the Gay Games, it may 
break all records. 

Currently, more than 8,000 participants have already registered 
in 30 competition sports, six demonstration sports, 20 Communi¬ 
ty Art projects, 30 exhibitions, and four festivals. Many parties are 
also being organized. Volunteers are organizing these events, su¬ 
pervised by only 20 professionals. In total, 2,500 volunteers are 
needed; Americans are very welcome to join as volunteers. 

The coordinator for volunteers is Lianne Postma. “During Gay 
Games, extra people are needed for practical support (decorating, 
cleaning and other practical activities), for medical assistance, and 
for security and surveillance,” she said. “Furthermore, we need in¬ 
terpreters for deaf persons, and chauffeurs.” Gay Games offers spe¬ 
cial clothing, beverages, and food for volunteers, and they’ll also 
receive help in finding housing. 

Friendship Village, a wonderful village with fountains and mirror 
halls in the heart of Amsterdam, will be the meeting point for vol¬ 
unteers. Joan, who was a volunteer at Gay Games IV, assures poten¬ 
tial volunteers that it s really a special way to experience the event. ▼

a motion it is. It’s not as rigorous, 
especially in doubles, and it really 
glides well.” 

Another novice, Benjamin 
Moser, has done some whitewater 
rafting in the American River, but 
only recently kayaked. As a guy 
who bikes and goes to the gym, it 
was a perfect amount of workout 
for him, and very enjoyable. “I did 
an overnight trip to Tomales Bay 
in a two-person kayak,” he said, 
joking that he didn’t have to work 
very hard. “All you have to do is 
splash around and the front guy 
does all the work!” 

One of the more experienced 
kayakers, Teryl George lives in 
West Marin, and was born and 
raised in the Bay Area. She’s 
kayaked for twenty years in Cana¬ 
da and Washington, and has taken 
several OutSide Sports trips. 

“I love anything on the water,” 
she said. “My first experience was 
river kayaking. I moved to sea 
kayaking when I lived on Puget 
Sound.” When asked what attract¬ 
ed her to the sport, she said, “It 


makes sense when you live 
around the water.” Teryl also 
kayaks with Blue Waters, another 
kayaking company. “They have a 
great group of people,” she said, 
but highly recommends OutSide 
Sports trips as well, mentioning 
the invigorating workout. “We 
ripped around Tomales Bay in 
one day.” 

. “Kayaking keeps your upper 
body going,” she said, mentioning 
her other physical pursuits: hik¬ 
ing, biking, and yoga. “The trips 
we do are in calm water. In Baja, 
sometimes the weather changes, 
you have to know when to get 
out.” 

Brunt also emphasized the 
glory of the environment they tra¬ 
verse on these trips. “There’s a 
whole bunch of waterways out 
here that are not well-traveled. We 
can go out camping and not see a 
soul, especially estuaries and little 
slues, you just see other kayakers. 
It’s a really nice group of people. 
They’re generally grounded, out¬ 
doors oriented, very friendly peo¬ 
ple. Even with others, there’s not 
homophobia. It’s never been an 
issue.” 

Trips to come 

One of the new trips includes 
an eight-day expedition to the sea 
of Cortez in April 1998, a leisure¬ 
ly run with time for snorkeling 
and beaching in Baja California. 
Other trips may happen over the 
winter season but aren’t planned 


yet. “It’s actually a better time to 
kayak,” Ken said, “since the sun is 
less harsh.” 

Their upcoming Point Reyes 
trip will tour through the pristine 
estuary of oyster beds, white peli¬ 
cans, buffleheads, and harbor 
seals. The cost is $96 and includes 
kayaks & kayaking gear, instruc¬ 
tion, guides, and a delicious 
lunch. These trips are limited to 
12 participants only, so while it’s 
group-oriented, there’s still a feel¬ 
ing of intimacy among the 
wildlife.

. ' omething primal - indige¬ 
nous - lies beneath the skin 
of a kayak, even if these days 
they’re made of polyura-some- 
thing. It seems appropriate to 
kayak here near the Pacific North¬ 
west, where kayaking’s origins as 
the preferred aquatic means of 
travel by Native Americans, 
or First Americans, came 
from areas with names 
like Nootka and 
Chugach. 

If paddling while seated 
sounds easy, it is, to an ex¬ 
tent. Kayaking is not as strenu¬ 
ous as rowing on a crew 
team, yet it provides a 
full upper bodywork- 
out. And working out 
in the great outdoors 
beats sweating under 
the harsh fluorescent lights of 
your local gym any day. 

Precisely the thoughts of Ken 
Brunt, who created OutSide 
Sports. In the fall of 1995, Brunt 
started doing bike tours along the 
Sonoma coast and eventually 
added kayaking trips, too. The 
kayaking trips have surpassed 
others in popularity. With group 
overnight trips ranging from 
twelve to sixteen people and trav¬ 
eling to the North Bay, Marin 
County, and Sonoma County, the 
trips provide a convenient way to 
get out in the local countryside. 

“They’re mostly newcomers,” 
Ken said. “Ninety percent have 
never been out. I do get recurring 
business, but a lot of people are 


interested in the concept of pro¬ 
viding alternatives for the gay 
community to get out and do 
something different.” 

As a biker for 15 years, Brunt 
was one of the originators of the 
AIDS Ride. “It evolved into some¬ 
thing else, so I started my own 
bike tours. I found out people are 
interested in traveling. The kayak¬ 
ing trips are our way to get to the 
destination. We meet a diverse 
crowd of people; 
doctors, lawyers, dog 
trainers. It’s fun to 
see where people come 
from.” 

Brunt is quick to dispel 
the rumors about “Eskimo 
rolls,” that rare moment 
where a kayak over¬ 
turns, leaving the 
kayaker underwater. 
“That’s more typical 
of whitewater kayak¬ 
ing. I wanna get people comfort¬ 
able knowing that the boats are 
really stable, they track really 
well.” Novices also get in double 
kayaks, making it even safer. 

One novice is Naomi Torres. A 
San Franciscan for nine years, she 
also runs, bikes, and hikes. “I’d 
been in a canoe accident, so I was 
really afraid,” Torres said. “But 
Ken was really assuring, really 
great about checking in. I felt con¬ 
fident in his knowledge of kayak¬ 
ing;” 

“Besides,” Brunt added, “cap¬ 
sizing is not really frequent. You 
just get wet. The most opportune 
time to flip is getting ashore or 
leaving. Generally, once they get 
in, they’re amazed at how smooth

John Greyson’s ‘Lilies’: beautiful but cold tableaux 


% ueer Canadian filmmaker John Greyson ( Zero Pa¬ 
tience, Uncut ) has been criticized — and dismissed by 
ll Jr some — as too cerebral and too cold. His critics won’t 
find much reason to revise their opinion with his new 
film, Lilies, in spite of a strong theatrical pedigree and 
the Canadian equivalent of the Academy Award for Best Picture. 
On the other hand, anyone interested in the painterly possibilities 
of movies, or that nebulous entity known as the New Queer Cin¬ 
ema, or — what the heck — beautiful men, will find suitable dis¬ 
traction in this lush, literate, if ultimately unaffecting mix of Genet, 
Brecht, and Ronald Firbank. 

Adapted by Michel Marc Bouchard from his play Les Feluettes, 
Lilies opens in a small Quebec prison in 1952. A group of inmates 
is staging a play, and no ordinary one. They’ve bribed the guards, 
co-opted the chaplain, and lured the powerful bishop Bilodeau 
(Marcel Sabourin) with the supposed purpose of taking the con¬ 
fession of a dying prisoner, Simon (Aubert Pallascio). Once inside, 
the bishop is kidnapped, forced to watch an “entertainment” de¬ 
vised by Simon that is actually an exploration of their mutual trag¬ 
ic history. In 1912, 18-year-olds Bilodeau (Matthew Ferguson), 
Simon (the gorgeous, dark-eyed Jason Cadieux), and Vallier 
(Danny Gilmore) were joined in a lethal gay triangle, with Simon 
the understandable object of both the other men’s lust and love. 

From the grimy walls of the prison, Greyson takes us to the rich¬ 
ly imagined never-never land of Roberval, a village in northern

if T ure, Bay Area balletomanes were ecstatic to have American Ballet Theatre back 
after a five-year hiatus, but did the daily papers have to slobber so? After all, ABT’s 
> opener on Friday’s program at Zellerbach Hall, Balanchine’s Theme and Varia- 

tions, is also in the current repertory of the San Francisco Ballet, where it is not 
only better dressed and danced, but better played and conducted. You’d have thought 
some scribe would make the obvious connection. 

Friday’s Theme and Variations looked stunted on Zellerbach’s squatty stage. I also won¬ 
der why ABT ballerinas wear such heavily-blocked toe shoes when Zellerbach supposed¬ 
ly has one of the best-sprung dance stages in America? A cynical observer suggested that 
it might be the result of an “economy move” by the financially-strapped company (if the 
girls don’t soften the toes of their shoes with a hammer before wearing them, the shoes 
last three times as long). The blocked shoes sound like a herd of wildebeests boureeing 
through a quiet section of Theme. 

But thumping toe shoes are only of interest to professionals. Most of Friday’s cheering 
crowd were dance lovers who grew up here in the ’60s and ’70s, when the Kirov, Bolshoi, 
Royal Ballet, the Danes, ABT, Joffrey, Harkness, Stuttgart, and other companies regularly 
visited the Bay Area. As good as SFB has been at filling the gap, we can’t help missing those 
great companies and their glittering stars. American Ballet Theatre went through finan¬ 
cial and artistic hell when Baryshnikov was its director, but former dancer Kevin McKen¬ 
zie seems to have righted the ship by restoring some of the old values, starting with star 
dancers who can dance — not just glitter. 

Opening night, ABT offered a series of bon-bons. As bad as the Minkus and Adam 
music is for Don Quixote and Le Corsaire, these hoary pieces are scrumptious vehicles for 
star talents; they also separate the sheep from the goats. The audience went bananas (and 
correctly) for ABT’s sizzling young Latin couple, Paloma Herrera and Angel Corella, in the 
Don Q. pas de deux. These fizzy dancers, both just 21, not only have technique to burn, 
they also have enough old-world charm and soul to make this creaky piece come to life. 

The American’s just don’t cut it. Ethan Stiefel, a guy with beautiful feet and a gorgeous 
line that he learned at New York City Ballet, was a damp firecracker in the preposterous 
Le Corsaire pas de deux (with the ice queen Susan Jaffe). You need the vulgar masculini¬ 
ty of a Ruzimahtov or Muhkedemov to bring off such a silly piece. American Keith Roberts 
had the same problem. He looked like a lunk in the Balanchine/Tchaikovsky pas de deux, 
but in Jerome Robbins’ Fancy Free he was totally at home in the idiom. With his tight

vey) called the film “engaging 
froth, as sweet as an ear of fresh- 
picked Midwestern corn.” Bucket, 
please. 

Dadaist blather 
or just plain shit? 

Actor Kevin Spacey is gay? 
Well, yes, if you believe the 
gussied-up gossip posing as truth 
in Esquire's October cover story 
on the actor (“Kevin Spacey Has a 
Secret”). We call the piece gossip 
because its author, Tom Junod, 
avoids concrete facts, preferring 
instead to write around the truth 
in order to be coy and provoca¬ 
tive. The piece never gets beyond 
the sort of opaque blather of the 
following passage: “He came out 
last spring ... when he had no 
more use for his disguises, when 
he relaxed by drinking a few 
vodka-and-tonics and then stood 
up and finally allowed people to 
see him for what he was, or at 
least what he had become.” 

But Junod never gets around 
to saying what Spacey was or what 
he had become. Instead he just re¬ 
peats over and over that a persis¬ 
tent rumor suggests the actor is 
gay, which proves nothing, save 
that Esquire is attempting to ped¬ 
dle rumors for truth, gossip for 
gospel. Spacey has dismissed the 
article as “dishonest and mali¬ 
cious,” comparing it to a commu¬ 
nist witch-hunt. In a statement re¬ 
leased to the press last week, the 
actor said, “ Esquire has made it 
abundantly clear that [it has] now 
joined the ranks of distasteful 
journalism, and this mean-spirit¬ 
ed, homophobic, offensive article 
proves that the legacy of Joseph 
McCarthy is alive and well.” 

Esquire editor David Granger 
apparently told the New York Post 



that criticism over the article is 
“bull,” and that his mag isn’t “ped¬ 
dling rumors.” He then contra¬ 
dicted himself by saying “the lead 
is about rumors, and it’s acknowl¬ 
edged in every sentence.” 

Soul man 

Too bad about that New York 
Times review of Gary 
Schmidgall’s Walt Whitman: A 
Gay Life. We were really looking 
forward to reading this big new 
bio, which Dutton Books is heav¬ 
ily promoting as the first Walt 
Whitman biography to examine 
“the connection between the 
writer’s homosexuality and his 
legacy as a writer.” With a big 
promise like that, you can only 
imagine our dismay when we read 
Renee Tursi’s terse dismissal, 
which began: “Wielding a blind¬ 
ing libido and a self-hugging au¬ 
tobiographical impulse, Gary 
Schmidgall has recreated Walt 
Whitman in his own image,” find¬ 
ing “nothing more tantalizing and 
significant about Whitman than 
how the poet’s homosexuality

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Fuller madness

i ans of mental illness won’t 
fP want to miss Shock Corridor 
(1963), which starts a 
one-week run at the Roxie tomor¬ 
row. Samuel Fuller’s distinctive 
treatment of insanity U.S. style 
can be viewed as expressionistic 
psychodrama, prescient agitprop, 
or ridiculous trash - depending 
on your mood swing. 

investigative kamikaze Johnny 
Barrett (Peter Breck) gets himself 
locked up in a psycho ward in 
order to solve an on-site murder 


and win himself a Pulitzer Prize. 
Egged on by his managing editor 
and coached by an Asian shrink 
smoking a cigar, Johnny ignores 
his girlfriend’s warning: “Their 
sickness will rub off on you! “ 
Against her better judgment, 
Cathy (Constance Towers, star of 
Fuller’s incendiary The Naked 
Kiss) poses as Johnny’s sister and 
turns him into the authorities for 
“attempted incest.” 

The nuthouse Johnny enters is 
like Abbott and Costello Visit Ac¬ 
tors Studio directed by Fritz Lang. 
Here he suffers the indignities of 
shock treatment, hydrotherapy, an 


attack by a gang of “nymphos,” 
and finally a full-scale breakdown. 
Fuller’s cinematic metaphor for 
madness as an indoor thunder¬ 
storm is much more effective than 
it sounds. He even intercuts color 
footage of a waterfall into the 
black-and-white film! The exper¬ 
imental daring of this device will 
take your breath away. 

During his slide into catatonic 
schizophrenia, Johnny interviews 
three witnesses to the murder he’s 
supposed to be solving. All three 
inmates have Cold War-inspired 
psychoses. Stewart, raised to be a 
Southern bigot, defected to Com¬ 
munism while serving in Korea. 
Boden, a top nuclear physicist, be¬ 
came disgusted by the arms race 
with the Russians. 

The third witness, a young 
black man named Trent (Hari 
Rhodes), was a desegregationist 
guinea pig. The film’s most pow¬ 
erful image comes when he pulls a 
white pillowcase over his head 
and starts a KKK rant. Again, the 
idea seems simplistic, but the ef-* 
feet on the viewer is chilling. 
Never has internalized bigotry 
been so graphically illustrated. 

Meanwhile, on the outside, 
Cathy is left to earn her living in a

strip joint - “singing in a sewer 
with a hot light on my navel,” as 
she puts it.

story of Saint Sebastian, for their 
school play. But the sexual reso¬ 
nance of this naked, bound mar¬ 
tyr-figure, played by Simon, is dis¬ 
turbing to Bilodeau, who can’t 
confront his homosexuality, his 
attraction to Simon, or his hatred 
of the obvious erotic charge be¬ 
tween Simon and Vallier, who are 
indeed having an affair. 

Greyson expands on the 
kitsch-camp potential of the Saint 
Sebastian figure by casting male 
actors in the female roles, a conceit 
(no doubt derived from the play) 
that makes sense if we are to view 
the events as the imaginative cre¬ 
ation of a group of male prisoners. 
On the other hand, it’s a little dis¬ 
concerting to see an actor like 
Brent Carver simply donning a 
dress and adding a few strands of a 
wig to his head to become Vallier’s 
mother, the demented Countess 
de Tilly. Even more extreme, and 
redolent of the ethereal camp of 
Firbank, is the character of Lydie- 
Anne (Alexander Chapman), a 
black French “woman” who ar¬ 
rives at Roberval to much fanfare 
in a hot air balloon. The film toys 
with the audience by refusing to 
explain or apologize for this un¬ 
usual drag strategy, in fact, rub¬ 
bing our noses in gender confu¬ 
sion by having the actors speak in 
their own voices, not in the queen¬ 
ly, mocking strains we’ve come to 
expect from men in dresses. To 
further confound us, these 


“women” are blatantly titless, their 
chest hairs curling visibly over the 
tops of their gowns. 

In the foreground of these 
campy proceedings, Simon’s gay 
affair with Vallier comes to the at¬ 
tention of his father, who beats 
him unmercifully. This sends 
Simon scampering into the arms 
of Lydie-Anne, with whom he be¬ 
comes engaged. But he can’t repu¬ 
diate Vallier, and while Lydie- 
Anne waits rather pathetically for 
him, Simon meets Vallier again, 
seemingly for the last time. In a 
scene that resonates with sensual¬ 
ity, and shows Greyson’s powers as 
a pictorialist, past and present 
merge as the two make loVe in a 
boat that transforms into a bath¬ 
tub on the filthy floor of the mod¬ 
ern prison. In the final flashback, 
Bilodeau’s evil machinations 
bring this affair to a tragic end. 

Despite its complex structure, 
shimmering tableaux of lost love, 
playful gender politics, and in¬ 
triguing performances, Lilies re¬ 
mains strangely frozen, its charac¬ 
ters caught like mysterious figures 
in some ancient frieze. Greyson’s 
clever manipulations are ulti¬ 
mately more intellectual than vis¬ 
ceral, and while the film dazzles 
the eye, it fails to engage the emo¬ 
tions. ▼

he annals of fine-art pho¬ 
tography are overflowing 
with images of female 
nudes — women unadorned, 
adored, and scorned as muses, 
goddesses, formal abstractions, 
and sex objects. While accom¬ 
plished photographers of both 
genders have focused their lenses 
on the naked female form since 
the inception of their medium 
nearly 160 years ago, in general 
they have been less apt to explore 
the male nude as rewarding sub¬ 
ject matter. There have been ex¬ 
ceptions, of course, such as Picto- 
rialist pioneer F. Holland Day, 
sensual portraitist George Platt 
Lynes, and borderline pornogra- 
pher Robert Mapplethorpe. Still, 
you weren’t too likely to en¬ 
counter a full-fledged male nude 
photograph in a museum or 
gallery until gay culture entered 
the mainstream and made its 


work includes Personals , a sound 
installation in which he played 
back messages he received in re¬ 
sponse to an ad he placed describ¬ 
ing himself as “young, beefy and 
hairless.” He’s also superimposed 
his likeness in a series of doctored 
film noir publicity stills, such as 
“Robert Mitchum seduces Chris 
Komater with a show of paternal 
affection.” Having been active for 
years in the Bay Area as an artist 
and curator, Komater was justifi¬ 
ably annoyed when a local critic 
mistook him for a female artist on 
the basis of his Personals installa¬ 
tion. “Reports of my femininity 
have been greatly exaggerated,” he 
wrote in response. “Wake up and 
smell the testosterone.” 

That musky scent lingers 
throughout Allegory, with its grid 
of polymorphous pleasures. “I 
wanted to display my attraction, 
and to make a beautiful homage 
to a body type that gets little at¬ 
tention outside the bear move¬ 
ment,” Komater writes of his hir-

mark on postmodern aesthetics in 
the 1980s and ’90s. 

Now we have a plethora of 
such images, though in this case 
(as in most), quantity is an inade¬ 
quate measure of quality. Within 
the space of two decades, the male 
nude has been rescued from ne¬ 
glect as a conceptually and stylis¬ 
tically legitimate genre, yet just as 
quickly it has proven all-too-sus- 
ceptible to visual cliches. Whether 
rendered in slick color or poetic 
black-and-white, these ubiquitous 
male nudes letting it all hang out 
begin to look alarmingly alike. 
Perhaps it’s also the predomi¬ 
nance of near-nude men in fash¬ 
ion spreads and celebrity shoots 
that has removed the verve and 
gusto from this photographic tra¬ 
dition. 

Feeling a bit nuded out, I was 
relieved to come across Chris Ko- 
mater’s recent installation at Pa¬ 
tricia Sweetow Gallery. Komater’s 
approach to the male nude is re¬ 
freshingly unique, emphasizing 
details of the body rather than the 
whole enchilada. The central 
piece in Komater’s Allegory is 
“Every Inch of Jacek,” a dazzling 
grid of 80 close-up images, each 
7-by-7 inches, that pull apart and 
reassemble Jacek’s body in a self- 
contained swirl of arms, legs and 
desires. The artist considers his 
ambitious work “a portrait of a 
gay body, with its particular ex¬ 
citements and perils.” 

Komater has always been fasci¬ 
nated with how masculinity is de¬ 
fined by culture. His previous 


sute model, aroused and decon¬ 
structed in all his hairy splendor. 
Gazing at the puzzle pieces of 
Jacek, viewers can fixate on their 
favorite erogenous zones: a blur¬ 
ry nipple, a closed eye, stubble on 
his upper lip, the palm of his 
hand, the sole of his foot, the erect 
penis, the smooth testicles, the 
belly button, the patches and lines 
of hair on unidentifiable regions 
of white skin. Komater reveals 
much here (as does Jacek!) yet 
somehow avoids objectifying his 
model. “Nakedness hides more 
than it reveals,” Komater writes, 
and for once this paradox rings 
true. 

Elsewhere in the installation, 
Komater links the gay male body 
to emblems of nature and culture 
with similar photographs of body 
parts, foliage, and an old dial tele¬ 
phone. Only two images don’t 
quite work; one is a color photo of 
blue curtains that contrasts too 
obviously with the uncovered 
body on display, and the second is 
a gratuitous money shot (and I 
don’t mean wads of cash). Other¬ 
wise, Komater has reinvigorated 
the male nude tradition and made 
me want to verify up close that 
every inch of the enticing Jacek in¬ 
deed has been perused by his 
camera. I might be able to spot a 
few he missed. ▼

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Talking pictures 

Photographer Robert Giard

V' obert Giard turned to pho¬ 
tography in the mid-’70s. 

' The landscapes and por¬ 
traits of this initial period, distin¬ 
guished by a dark, luminous for¬ 
mality, won him numerous one- 
man and group shows over the 
next decade. In 1985, Giard began 
an extensive series of portraits of 
gay and lesbian writers in the 
United States. Community is the 
operative word here, for embed¬ 
ded in the series is the idea that 
these writers are twice connected 
— by sexual preference as well as 
craft. The working title of Giard’s 
project is Particular Voices: Por¬ 
traits of Gay and Lesbian Writers. 

Giard’s approach to portrai¬ 
ture follows no single method. 
Some of the large black and white 
photographs are of individual 
writers: others are of groups and 
collectives. Some, such as the por¬ 
trait of the poet Olga Broumas, 
have a classical formality; others 
show a documentary interest in 
the writer’s ambiance, such as the 
1989 photograph of Allan Gur- 
ganus surrounded by piles of 
books and masks. To date, Giard 
has completed almost 300 por¬ 
traits in the series. Other subjects 
have included Alfred Corn, Kate 
Millett, Eric Bentley, Douglas 
Crimp, Amber Hollibaugh, James 
Purdy, Maria Irene Fornes, David 
Leavitt, and Audre Lorde. Por-. 
tions of the series have been ac¬ 
quired by the New York Public Li¬ 
brary and the Library of Con¬ 
gress. The author talked to Robert 
Giard about the project at his 
home in Amagansett, New York. 

What led you to launch this pro¬ 
ject? 

In June of 1985,1 was in New York 
City for the Lesbian and Gay 
Pride March. After the march, the 
people I was with suggested we go 
to the Public Theater and get tick¬ 
ets for The Normal Heart by Larry 
Kramer, a play about gay men and 
AIDS. We saw it that evening. The 
combination of marching that 
day and seeing this strong piece of 
theater stirred something in me 
and eventually led to my wanting 
to do something with my photog¬ 
raphy that was more directly re¬ 
lated to my being gay. 

All of these experiences — the 
gay experience, the issue of gay 
identity, how we align our creative 
efforts with gay identity — were 
on my mind. At the same time a 
friend, the late George Stambo- 
lian, was editing the first in a series 
of anthologies of new gay fiction 
for the New American Library. In 
connection with that, he was 
meeting a number of gay writers, 
getting to know them, and passing 
their books along to me. At one 
point, he suggested that I do some 
portraits of these people when 
they came to visit him. I began to 
photograph some of the writers 
George was meeting: Robert 
Ferro, Michael Grumley, Edmund 
White, Andrew Holleran, Felice 
Picano, George Whitmore, people 
like that. I wrote to Larry Kramer 
and William Hoffman and asked 
each if I could take his portrait as 
a gay photographer taking a por¬ 
trait of a gay writer. That was its 
inception. 

Could you elaborate on the rela¬ 
tionship between the gay writer 
and the gay photographer?

In the beginning, because of the 
specific circumstances, I was pho¬ 
tographing only gay men. About a 
year into the work, I realized that 
if this was to be more than a set of 
isolated pictures, the scope of the 
project would have to be more 
ambitious. I began to read more 
writing by lesbians, and to estab¬ 
lish contact with writers like Joan 
Nestle, Audre Lorde, Adrienne 
Rich, Irena Klepfisz, and Juanita 
Ramos. I knew that I did not want 
the series to reflect a bias toward 
white writers in the Northeast. I 
wanted all segments of the popu¬ 
lation to feel represented. Since 
that time, I’ve photographed 
about three hundred writers: 
men, women, white, African 
American, Latino/a, Native Amer- 


lesbian writers are not sufficiently 
recognized? 

One of the reasons why some gay 
and lesbian writers write — not 
the main or sole reason necessar¬ 
ily — is the same as why I am 
doing this project: to make it con¬ 
crete and evident that gay and les¬ 
bian people are in the world, are 
diverse, and have significant ac¬ 
complishments. They are people

The most significant aspect is that 
in some crucial respect I am on 
the inside where they are. As far as 
they are concerned, I am an insid¬ 
er. I have certain experiences in 
common with them. As different 
as we may be, there are some 
common experiences and feelings 
and perceptions that, as gay peo¬ 
ple, we share. We are both part of 
a gay minority that has experi¬ 
enced a certain hostility from 
mainstream society. There is an¬ 
other important element in my 
approach to the portrait: I’ve read 
their work, so I have an under¬ 
standing of them as writers. I have 
some sense of what it might be 
like to be engaged with literature 
and the word. These two factors 
— my interest in literature and 
the fact that I am gay — enhance 
the degree to which I can compre¬ 
hend them. I hope these two fac¬ 
tors sensitize me to “take” certain 
cues from the subject and try in 
some way to leave room for the 
subject to participate in being 
photographed. Too often the por¬ 
trait situation becomes an oppor¬ 
tunity for a photographer to im¬ 
pose his or her style, and while I 
want to make a statement of my 
own in a portrait, I don’t want it 
to be merely the occasion to assert 
my style.

My favorite Figaro recording is 
led by SFO’s principal guest con¬ 
ductor, Sir Charles Mackerras; it is 
passionate but observes correct 
period procedures (Telarc). SFO’s 
current cast introduces a brilliant 
young mezzo-soprano as Cheru- 
bino. Angelika Kirchschlager’s 
solo debut album features dense, 
chocolatey songs by Mahler, Frau 
Mahler (nee Alma Schindler, the 
hottest patootie in fin de siecle Vi¬ 
enna), and Ernst Korngold. I 
heard this beautiful Austrian 
singer do a fabulous Octavian in 
Seattle this summer, and her 
recording is pure bliss (Sony Clas¬ 
sical). 

Kirchschlager and Sylvia Mc¬ 
Nair (Susanna) appear briefly to¬ 
gether on selections from 
Mendelssohn’s A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, conducted by 
Claudio Abbado; you’ll have to 
decide if Kenneth Branagh’s 
Shakespearean recitations are a 
plus or minus (Sony Classical).

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Earthbound 'Dutchman’ 

First SFO production of Wagner opera in nine years doesn't soar

\ I I agner’s opera Der 
Fliegende Hollander (The 
Flying Dutchman ) is a 
riveting piece of theater that 
works on many levels simultane¬ 
ously. At its simplest, Dutchman 
tells a wonderful yarn about a 
sailor condemned to sail the 
world forever, only being allowed 
on land once every seven years in 
hopes of finding a woman whose 
love will break his curse. At a 
deeper level, the opera is about 
obsession and synchronicity; 
about getting the very thing one 
most wants and the way it 
changes one’s life; about the meet¬ 
ing of the supernatural with 
everyday reality; about being true 
to oneself in spite of society’s 
norms; about following love 
wherever it leads. In short, The 
Flying Dutchman is about many 
of the things that separate human 
beings from animals and make life 
worth living. 

But according to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera’s advertising depart¬ 
ment, Dutchman is “Shore leave 
once every seven years. This is one 
randy sailor.” The end. 

Apparently, folks who would 
be inclined to part with $140 to 
spend two and a half hours in the 
company of a priapic sailor real¬ 
ized they would get more for their 
money elsewhere, because when 
SFO gave its first Dutchman of the 
season last week, it was to rows of 
empty seats. Counting standees 
and complimentary tickets, the 
company could only fill 72 per¬ 
cent of the War Memorial Opera 
House. 

Perhaps instead of reducing 
the opera to the level of smut, the 
company’s advertising should 
have told the truth — that the 
world’s premier male Wagner 
singer, James Morris, was singing 
one of his greatest roles in San 
Francisco for the First time. But 
then, that would mean that the 
management of the SF Opera ac¬ 
tually believes in the art form it is 
supposed to be serving. 

Certainly the production, bor¬ 
rowed from Geneva, does not 
serve Wagner’s opera well. De¬ 
signed by Pierre Strosser and di¬ 
rected here by Steven Taylor, this 
Dutchman is internally inconsis¬ 
tent and has nothing whatsoever 
to do with boats or the sea or any¬ 
thing else in Wagner’s score. Its 
cheap-looking, monolithic gray 
walls occasionally move about a 
bit (on opening night giving 
glimpses of folks running around 
backstage), but quickly become 
tedious. 

For some reason, Daland’s 
house is empty of all furniture ex¬ 
cept a large heating stove, a cou¬ 
ple of canvas sails on the floor, 
and two gargantuan ladders in a 
corner. Though the orchestra 
plays music that vividly depicts 
the women’s whirling, spinning 
wheels, and though the women’s 
chorus sings about their spinning, 
in this production they only make 
a few hand stitches in the sails as 
they sit on the floor (Daland is ap¬ 
parently unable to afford any 
chairs). Okay, so this is a mini¬ 
malist production, cleansed of 
anything extraneous — not even 
a picture of the Dutchman on a 
wall to help Senta with her obses¬ 
sion. So what do the two ladders 
in the corner symbolize? Nothing, 
it turns out. They’re there merely 
to help the stage hands dismantle 


the large stove pipe at the end of 
the scene. So much for artistic in¬ 
tegrity. 

I sympathized with Senta, who 
spent most of her big scene with 
one ear glued to the wall, appar¬ 
ently desperate to hear what was 
going on next door. At the end of 
the opera, the poor girl did not 
even get to jump off the cliff 
(there was no cliff) into the sea 
(there was no sea) to prove her 
love for the Dutchman. Instead, 
she is squeezed to death by her ex¬ 
fiance, Eric, who then dumps her 
on the floor. Such high drama. 

Unfortunately, conductor 
Michael Boder, who was making 
his U.S. opera debut, provided the 
musical equivalent of the produc¬ 
tion. There was no emotion in the 
music, no sense of the score’s in¬ 
exorable building to a climax, 
merely isolated phrases limping 
by. Wagner’s wonderful orchestral 
colors were never heard, since one 
heard little but the horns.

The Oldest Gay Couple in Ameri¬ 
ca: A 70-Year Journey Through 
Same-Sex America by Gean Har¬ 
wood; Birch Lane Press, $22.50 

P he title sounds like some¬ 
thing out of the Guinness 
Book of Records. Those of 
us who can’t keep a boyfriend ten 
days won’t run to a book about 
The Oldest Gay Couple in Ameri¬ 
ca. Nor am I sure that gay men 
want the word “oldest” slung 
around their necks, whatever the 
accomplishment. 

Luckily, Gean Harwood does¬ 
n’t harp on togetherness. In this 
autobiography he presents simply 
and frankly the life of a man who 
in 90 years passed from being a 
silent film fan to becoming grand 
marshal at New York’s Pride Pa¬ 
rade. In the process he spent seven 
decades with his partner, learned 


a lot of inside gossip (he worked 
for many years at Paramount Pic¬ 
tures), and acquired some special 
knowledge which he shares with 
the reader. He’s the sweet gay 
grandfather most of us never had. 

Gean met his life partner, 
Bruhs Mero, just after the stock 
market crash of 1929. The Great 
Depression was no time to make 
a start in life, and no sooner did 
the couple achieve moderate suc¬ 
cess, than World War II arrived to 
slap them down. They came out 
as gay to avoid the draft, but this 
permanent public record haunted 
them the rest of their lives. 

The desperately striving Bruhs 
seems to have been the more am¬ 
bitious of the two, and he had the 
harder fall. Hoping to become a 
professional dancer, he made his 
debut at the Apollo Theater and 
enjoyed a decade of success. Then, 
as a mere child of 32, he suffered a 
coronary thrombosis that de¬ 
stroyed three-quarters of his 


heart. His health was broken and 
much of his memory gone. He 
would never dance professionally 
again. 

By contrast, Gean was a born 
survivor. Cheerful and resource¬ 
ful, he, too, experienced hard 
times, but he managed to find 
meaning through music, therapy, 
philosophy, and, above all, his re¬ 
lationship with Bruhs. 

In the early ’80s a column on 
their relationship appeared in the 
Village Voice. They were subse¬ 
quently featured in two docu¬ 
mentaries (Silent Pioneers and For 
Better, For Worse), and they ap¬ 
peared twice on Donahue. After 
70 years in the closet, they 
bloomed as poster “boys” for gay 
liberation. 

Through better and worse, 
their love survived. Both strayed 
from their ideal of monogamy 
and illness took a heavy toll, but 
both kept faith. As careers, health, 
and their very lives slipped away 
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T HE OLDEST 


(Bruhs died in 1995), Gean 
made the discovery which 
underpins this book: “My 
love for Bruhs is the only 
possession of which I can 
truly claim ownership, 
the only thing of any per¬ 
manence in my life.” 

Readers may need pa¬ 
tience with this book. 

Gean’s prose can seem 
fussy and dated, and 
youngsters will some¬ 
times roll their eyes. 
Nonetheless, he inspires 
trust. When Gean gives 
the dope on Cary Grant I 
and Randolph Scott, I L 
believe. And when he 
says that life slips away but 
love remains, I recognize that the 
title Oldest Gay Couple means 
more than a matrimonial merit 
badge. It becomes the homo-

Lesbian and Gay Dance 
Festival turns two

T hree guys playing like boys with big cars, pressing against a 300- 
pound hunk of ice to cool their hot bodies; a maiden, mother, 
and crone dancing in moon-shaped hoops; the pop of a male 
trio’s sexual feeling; creaturely queens burrowing down beneath lay¬ 
ers of pretense to their natural trill; bravado displays of lyricism by 
women in drag; and a fiery street procession led by life-sized puppet 
goddesses. Commissioned premieres by Keith Hennessy, Terry Send- 
graff, Kevin Ware, Mercy Sidbury and Wayne Hazzard (above), Ar¬ 
turo Fernandez, and Wise Fool Puppet Intervention are only a hand¬ 
ful of the 30-odd works bending expectations at this year’s Lesbian 
and Gay Dance Festival at the Brady Street Dance Centre. 

Spanning three weekends in October, the festival is the love- 
child of choreographer Anne Blcuthenthal and Krissy Keefer, Artis¬ 
tic Director of Brady Street Dance Centre, the new hot-spot for 
woman-identified, multicultural dance. 

Jump-started by a small Zellerbach grant, the Lesbian and Gay 
Dance Festival began last year with a showcase of eclectic work by 
local lesbian and gay choreographers. At first, there was a lot of 
head scratching. “People were saying, 'Why do we need another fes¬ 
tival?’” choreographer Mercy Sidbury remembers. But by the time 
the festival had grown from idea to reality, with sold-out perfor¬ 
mances almost every night, “it was clear there was a need.” 

This year, the Lesbian and Gay Dance Festival has received 
enough funding to expand its offerings, adding a weekend of com¬ 
missioned world premieres by local queer artists, a program of 
work by emerging artists, a panel discussion on lesbian and gay 
dance, and master classes with Joe Goode and longtime Contra¬ 
band member Kim Epifano. ▼

Ruthann Robson , author, lawyer•, activist, thinker

;: Vv ;> he adjective most commonly 
used to describe Ruthann 
Robson is smart, usually 
modified by “very” or “extremely.” 
The author of seven books and 
numerous stories and articles, 
Robson’s writing persona has a 
dual edge. Some know her as one 
of the nation’s leading legal theo¬ 
rists, whose texts, among them 
Lesbian (Out)Law and Gay Men, 
Lesbians, and the Law, are used in 
law schools in the U.S. and abroad. 
Others are more familiar with her 
as one of our leading fiction writ¬ 
ers, winner of the Ferro-Grumley 
Award for Fiction, Lammy finalist 
and, most recently, nominee for 
the prestigious PEN/Faulkner 
Award for Fiction for her last 
novel, Another Mother. 

Her new novel, A/K/A (a legal 
term meaning “also known as”), is 
her most ambitious work to date 
— serious and compelling literary 
fiction with the dramatic under¬ 
current of a powerful thriller. Lest 
easy comparisons come to mind, 
Robson is no Scott Turow or John 
Grisham (too smart, way too 
much integrity). Nevertheless, her 
fiction reflects her fascination 
with the law and with the rela¬ 
tionships it creates. Though occa¬ 
sionally Robson’s fictional charac¬ 
ters are lawyers, like the protago¬ 
nist in Another Mother, more 
often the author presents charac¬ 
ters who have in some way be¬ 
come entangled in the vagaries of 
the law. The two main characters 
in A/K/A have become enmeshed 
in just such a way. A/K/A deals 
with this dynamic in the style of a 
taut psychological thriller in 
which legal and other identities 
create dangerous complexities in 
the lives of the lesbian characters. 
How these concepts intersect — 
what is legal, what isn’t, what is 
the law, what isn’t — provides the 
warp and weft of the book, mak¬ 
ing it uniquely different from 
most lesbian fiction today. 

“ A/K/A is about identity, but 
it’s not about sexual identity,” 
Robson explains in a recent inter¬ 
view. “The main characters are 
lesbians and know they are les¬ 
bians. But everything else about 
them is uncertain. One character 
is a lesbian escort. Some of her 
clients may be lesbians, others 
aren’t. She is also a law student 
trying to get out of the escort 
business by becoming educated. 
She grew up in foster care. The 
other character is a soap opera 
actor. She’s played the same char¬ 
acter — a lawyer — on the same 
soap for most of her adult life, so 
she is very strongly identified with 
that character. The two women 
meet, are attracted to each other, 
and most of the book is about 
how they are going to get togeth¬ 
er.” But A/K/A is more than the 
standard lesbian love story, it’s 
also a psychological thriller, says 
Robson. “Will the escort be found 
out before she finishes law school? 
Will the soap opera actress’ prob¬ 
lematic relationship with her 
lover and their child be resolved?” 

Robson writes and thinks 
about the role of fiction in our 
writing, reading, and political 
lives, and about how books get 
defined. “Serious fiction,” she ex¬ 
plains, “is two things — the writ¬ 
ing evokes something, you enjoy 
the language; you aren’t just read¬ 
ing to get from a to b. It has ideas 
in it. Most fiction, you get to the 


end, you close the book. It doesn’t 
make you think about larger is¬ 
sues, or reflect back on your own 
life. It doesn’t resonate.” 

Writing serious, lesbian-iden¬ 
tified fiction in the ’90s is no easy 
task, as various lesbian novelists 
have consistently argued. Robson 
agrees. “Novels are very difficult 
to write,” she admits. “They re¬ 
quire huge investments of time. 
And there is a publishing judg¬ 
ment or prejudgment that lesbian 
novels don’t sell. It hasn’t impact¬ 
ed on me [as much as on some 
other writers]. You write to be 
published, but you also write for 
yourself. That doesn’t mean that 
getting published isn’t important, 
but what needs to happen to sur¬ 
vive as a writer is you have to sep¬ 
arate being a writer from being an 
author, just for your own sanity. 
Keeping the joy in the writing can 
be difficult.” 

Who gets published and how 
concerns Robson, especially now 
that publishing is leaning increas¬ 
ingly toward celebrity books and 
away from more literary and the¬ 
oretical ones. She thinks that 
many lesbians change their novels 
just to get published. “I think that 
it’s more important to be writing 
than to be publishing, in that it is 
more important to write what 
you want to be writing. Marketing 
and publishing say you should be 
able to explain [every book] in a 
sentence or under ten words. That 
seems very reductive,” says Rob¬ 
son. “Books that can be accurate¬ 
ly explained in ten words aren’t 
what I want to write, aren’t what I 
want to read. If I’ve read the ten 
words, why read the book?” 

Yet increasingly, those ten- 
word descriptors are the books 
that rise to the top of the publish¬ 
ing heap, which makes the strug¬ 
gle to write something complex 
ever harder. Robson noted that re¬ 
views often describe lesbian fic¬ 
tion as dealing with “everyday les¬ 
bian life or realistic lesbian life. 
That’s what I feel like I’m doing, 
and that’s what I want to be 
doing, even though it may not be 
everyday to be an attorney or a 
lesbian escort. You read a lot of 
novels in which people don’t have 
jobs, where the worst thing that 
has happened to them is that 
they’ve broken up with their girl¬ 
friend. That may be everyday life 


to some people, but I don’t think 
it’s very interesting. And the real¬ 
ity is, most of us do have to work.” 

For Robson, work is writing, 
politics, and, of course, the law. 
“At one time it was enough to 
write books that simply had a les¬ 
bian character,” she explains. 
“Now I think it’s important to 
write about how characters are in¬ 


volved in the political life around 
them — how they are engaged or 
not engaged, how characters are 
trying to lead ethically political 
lives in spite of their material and 
political circumstances, how hard 
it is to get a job that both pays you 
something and is also not de¬ 
meaning — or in the case of [the 
characters in] A/K/A, where you 
have to pretend to be someone 
else.” 

Her characters don’t ever leap 
out and give a discourse on ethics, 
however, says Robson. “That is 
never articulated in the books — 


no one is saying, ‘Oh, I’m trying 
to lead an ethical life.’ The reader 
has to get that.” Yet work and 
ethics are tremendously impor¬ 
tant in the lives of Robson’s char¬ 
acters. “In mysteries, work is back¬ 
ground — people are police offi¬ 
cers but rarely question what that 
means,” she notes. Whereas in 
Robson’s novels, “people do ques¬ 
tion their work and the meaning 
of it.” 

Robson’s work in both legal 
theory and her fiction reflect sim¬ 
ilar goals and ideas. “One of the 
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Opera on disc 
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— a waltz opera in which three- 
quarter time signals dementia, not 
nostalgia. But his sopranos are 
overloud Americans, too; Marc 
moves up to Elektra and Deborah 
Voigt sings Chrysothemis. Hanna 
Schwarz, who sings Klytemnestra 
for SFO, is Sinopoli’s interesting, 
reedy grand dame (Deutsche 
Grammophon).

all things queer. Of course, Jo 
and Alex are going to get it on, 
have a few problems, and fall 
happily-ever-after in love, but 
even though I knew from page 
one that things were going to 
work out just fine, I found my¬ 
self enjoying the characters and 
their predicaments. 

Lyn Denison uses humor to 
good effect to create characters 
that live fully on the page, and 
that makes the novel interesting.

Eugene Onegin, Tchaikovsky 
(Nov. 19, 22, 25, 28, 29, Dec. 2, 5, 
7). Tchaikovsky wrote this tender 
opera for conservatory students, 
which is why my favorite record¬ 
ing stars the youthful Nuccia 
Focile (Tatyana), Neil Shicoff 
(Lensky), and Dmitri Hvoros¬ 
tovsky (Onegin). Semyon By¬ 
chkov conducts (Philips). As luck 
would have it, just in time for the 
new SFO production of Onegin, 
Russian soprano Elena Prokina 
(Tatyana) appears on the first 
complete stereo recording of 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s spiritual mas¬ 
terpiece, The Legend of the Invisi¬ 
ble City of Kitezh, recorded live at 
the 1995 Bregenz Festival (Koch 
Schwann). This is one of the most 
ravishing pieces of operatic music 
ever written — a sort of Russian 
Parsifal — and I recommend it to 
anyone who has a cynical, “been 
there, done that” attitude toward 
unknown operas. It could change 
your life. ▼ 


Jeanne-Michele Charbonnet 
worked very hard in the role of 
Senta — too hard. She sang 
coarsely and unmusically, substi¬ 
tuting a series of isolated, blud¬ 
geoned notes for Wagner’s musi¬ 
cal line. To my ears, her somewhat 
unfocused, shrill voice is not in¬ 
nately attractive.

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The evening’s most consistent¬ 
ly satisfying performance came 
from the men’s chorus, which 
sang vigorously, securely, and on 
pitch.

For¬ 
tunately, Morris then settled 
down and once again proved he 
has no equal in the Wagner reper¬ 
toire. He did some ravishing soft 
singing in the second scene, ab¬ 
solutely on pitch and with a voice 
filled with emotion. His stentori¬ 
an singing at the end of the opera 
was the one thrilling moment bf 
the entire evening. He alone 
seemed to realize that phrasing is 
an integral part of a singer’s art.

Dusty Springfield 


by Jeffery Kennedy 

Dusty Springfield —The Dusty 
Springfield Anthology (Mercury 
Records) 

hen asked about her ’60s 
image — thick eyeliner, 
bouffant hairdos, flutter¬ 
ing hand gestures — English 
singer Dusty Springfield cites drag 
queens and French Vogue maga¬ 
zine models as her influences. Her 
theatricality, along with her well- 
publicized transformation from 
bespectacled red-haired convent 
schoolgirl to blond glamourpuss, 
endeared her to gay men. The 
general public loved her lack of 
pretension, and her voice thrilled 
almost everyone. Dusty could sing 
anything from show tunes to pop 
to R&B convincingly. She had a 
long string of hits in England, and 
a shorter but no less vibrant one 
in the U.S. 

All of her hits are here on this 
Mercury anthology, and then 
some. Packaged in a gatefold digi- 
pak and slipcase, this three-CD 
compilation samples Dusty’s en¬ 
tire 35-year career, from her early 
’60s recordings with the folk trio 
The Springfields to her 1995 
album A Very Fine Love. Each ex¬ 
pertly remastered disc is over 75 
minutes long, and the accompa¬ 
nying color booklet includes 
many photos, track annotations, 
and lengthy, informative notes. 

Listeners will immediately rec¬ 
ognize her debut solo single,

things I am trying to say is don’t 
look to the law for easy answers. 
You can’t look to the law to 
change things for you. Like if 
same-sex couples marry, that will 
not alter the law for lesbians and 
gay men in general,” she main¬ 
tains. “Basically the reformists are 
dominant right now, seeking to 
change the law in specific but nar¬ 
row ways to benefit a narrow and 
specific group, which certainly 
won’t include everyone. Not the 
transgendered or even the bisexu¬ 
al. So I think it’s a narrow vision 
of social change not only in how 
it’s accomplished, but in its ulti¬ 
mate goal.” 

Robson adds, “There are ways 
in which people simplify the law 
or confuse it with other things, 
like social change. The law and 
Fiction are tools of social change 
—- or could be — but aren’t of 
themselves social change and are 
subject to very reactionary forces 
as well.” 

And, Robson notes, the law is 
not benign, as the characters in 
A/K/A discover as they try to sur¬ 
vive a series of devastating events 
in which the law plays a major 
role. Robson’s advice for lesbians 
and gay men can be gleaned from 
those characters. When it comes 
to the law, she concludes, “we have 
to be wary.” ▼ 


1963’s “I Only Wanna Be With 
You,” as well as her other big 
American hits, such as 1964’s 
“Wishin’ and Hopin’” and “All 
Cried Out.” The inclusion of 
many fine obscure tunes, includ¬ 
ing 1973’s “Mama’s Little Girl” 
and 1982’s “Soft Core,” help make 
this the best overview of Dusty’s 
oeuvre available. 

In a recent BBC documentary 
about Dusty, composer Burt 
Bacharach repeatedly refers to 
Dusty’s perfectionism. Dusty 
grew up studying classical music 
and American pop, and she want¬ 
ed to make records that resonated 
both physically and emotionally. 
She left the very successful 
Springfields after walking down 
Broadway in New York at 3 a.m. 
and hearing The Exciters’ 1962 hit 
“Tell Him” blasting out of an all- 
night record store. Dusty would 
never settle for anything less than, 
as she described it, the “in your 
face” immediacy of that disc. Get¬ 
ting “You Don’t Have To Say You 
Love Me,” her melodramatic 1966 
international smash, to meet her 
standards took 47 takes. 


This relentless perfectionism 
gave Dusty a “difficult” reputa¬ 
tion, but the stellar quality of her 
recordings testifies to her bril¬ 
liance. She worked with ace 
arrangers such as Johnny Franz, 
who understood her intentions, 
and first-class songwriters, such as 
Bacharach and Carole King, who 
were knocked out by her interpre¬ 
tive skills. 

Dusty found inspiration in all 
types of music, including Phil 
Spector, Puccini, and Motown. 
Whether she’s rambunctiously 
calling teenagers to the dance 
floor in the 1965 beat stomper 
“Live It Up,” mourning her lost 
youth in her 1972 cover of 
Charles Aznavour’s “Yesterday 
When I Was Young,” or attempt¬ 
ing to seduce a former lover in 
1969’s steamy “Breakfast in Bed,” 
Dusty is eminently believable. Her 
ability to erase the gap between 
listener and vocalist never wavers. 
Even her recordings from the ’80s, 
which sound more dated today 
than any of her efforts from the 
’60s and ’70s, waft intimacy like 
an alluring perfume. 


None of her pop compatriots 
— Sandie Shaw, Cilia Black, Petu- 
la Clark, Lulu — came close to 
Dusty artistically, and her legacy 
remains peerless. Today, she 
wears her hair in a silver shag, but 
the gestures and the eye makeup 
are still there, as is the voice, a bit 
rough around the edges but as af¬ 
fecting as ever. Dusty finally 


seems to be getting recognition in 
the U.S., thanks to the Pulp Fic¬ 
tion soundtrack revival of her 
1968 hit “Son of a Preacher Man” 
and praise from female singer- 
songwriters such as Joan Os¬ 
bourne. This compilation should 
convince Americans that Dusty 
Springfield is one of the world’s 
great singers. T

$ 239 , 000 !

• olunteerism definitely paid 
off for SMMILE both be¬ 
fore, during and after the 
Folsom Street Fair. Chuck Roth, 
SMMILE’s treasurer, announced 
last week that the gross take for 
Sunday, Sept. 28, was a record 
$239,000! 

There were huge increases in 
many areas of activity at the fair. 
Monies collected at the various 
gates soared from $43,000 last 
year to $73,000 this year. Vendors 
sold $81,000 in beers and cock¬ 
tails; T-shirts and programs 
reaped $5,000. SMMILE went 
through a whopping 313 kegs of 
beer, and by 1300, the 200 cases of 
bottled water were sold out! 

And what do all these statistics 
mean? They mean that on Sunday, 
Oct. 26, at the SF-Eagle, some 
$150,000 will he distributed to this 
year’s beneficiaries: AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund, Project Open Hand, 
Healing Alternatives, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, Positive Re¬ 
sources and the Immune En¬ 
hancement Project. You may recall 
that last year’s beneficiaries got an 
impressive $95,000 divided among 
them; this year’s $100,000 goal has 
been exceeded by $50,000! 

SMMILE’s good fortune was 
due not only to volunteers but 
also to the weather, which was 
a big factor in the 400,000 
turnout - all hell-bent on 
having a good 
Fairgoers perused 
merchandise, food, 
booze and propaganda 
booths, which totaled a 
stupendous 220 and 
generated some 
$50,000 in fees. 

Of course, the 
many volunteers who 
helped out this year are to be con¬ 
gratulated and thanked for their 
heroic and backbreaking efforts. 
They are, of course, too numerous 
to list here; nevertheless, men and 
women, drag queens, gays and

straights put their best foot for¬ 
ward, with the results being the 
amazing totals mentioned above. 
Without dedicated volunteers, a 
lot of things simply wouldn’t 
get done in this community! 

I hope you’ll all be at 
the Eagle on Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, Oct. 26, to see 
the checks presented to 
all the beneficiaries. It 
will, once again, be one 
of the leather com¬ 
munity’s finest hours! 
Congrats also to the 
SMMILE board of di¬ 
rectors for their efforts. What a 
great day for board member 
David “Puddles” Dysart. This 
year’s Folsom Street Fair was ded¬ 
icated to him! It couldn’t have 
happened to a nicer dude!

Anderson) and American 
Leatherboy (Max Steiner) were 
chosen at the American Brother¬ 
hood Weekend in Washington, 
D.C. International Mr. and Ms. 
Deaf Leather have been chosen; 
International Mr. Fantasy has 
been selected; and so has Mr. 
Mid-Atlantic Leather by the Cen¬ 
taurs MC in Washington, D.C. 

In the U.S. and European com¬ 
munities, leatherpeople are com¬ 
peting for titles that will take 
them to Mid-Atlantic Leather in 
January, ABW in April, IML in 
May and IMsL in July.

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QTV hosts 2nd anniversary feast

I t’s easy to complain about too 
few gays and lesbians appear- 
?i ing on television, but it’s ex¬ 
pensive to guarantee they’re seen 
each week. In fact, it costs $1,500 
a month just in air time. That’s 
how much the producers of QTV 
must shell out each month to 
bring viewers the city’s only week¬ 
ly, hour-long, commercial gay and 
lesbian TV show. Add to that the 
cost of Beta cameras and full edit¬ 
ing equipment, and you’ve got a 
hefty tab to pick up. That’s why 


open the door for gay, lesbian, and 
gay-friendly merchants and cor¬ 
porations to look at gay TV, 
specifically QTV, as a vehicle to 
enjoy and sell their products.” 

For a ticket price of $30 ($50 
for a pair), fans of QTV can min¬ 
gle with the entire 20-person 
QTV staff, and with such lumi¬ 
naries as Mayor Willie Brown and 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden. 
They’ll be tipping back glasses 
and toasting the future of queer 
television Thursday at the Co¬ 
conut Grove Supper Club, 1415 
Van Ness, between Bush and Pine 
Streets. Partygoers can feel doubly

QTV executive producer Rahn 
Fudge wants to see heavy atten¬ 
dance at his program’s 2nd An¬ 
niversary Party Thursday, Oct. 9, 
to help finance the continued air¬ 
ing of the show. 

Currently seen Tuesday nights 
in San Francisco, from 7-8 p.m. 
on cable channel 47, QTV is a 
television news-and-entertain- 
ment “magazine” by and about 
queers that aims to “openly tell 
the world who we are.” Fudge de¬ 
scribes his show as “the primary 
vision and voice of the Bay Area’s 
gay, lesbian, bi, and transgender 
community.” 

“We are commercially and 
community driven, very different 
than public access or PBS,” says 
Fudge. “We are determined to 


satisfied knowing their ticket pur¬ 
chases will not only help support 
QTV broadcasting, but also to 
help benefit, in part, both The 
Names Project and City College’s 
Gay and Lesbian Studies Pro¬ 
gram. 

In addition to the usual cock¬ 
tails and speech-making, celebra¬ 
tion organizers promise “first- 
class entertainment, delectable 
cuisine, a raffle and auction fea¬ 
turing celebrity souvenirs and gift 
certificates from community mer¬ 
chants, and a cake-cutting cere¬ 
mony at midnight.” 

“Our next goal at QTV is to 
expand into the Los Angeles mar¬ 
ket,” says Fudge. “We want QTV to 
become the main gay and lesbian 
TV show on the West Coast.” T

made its way into his public life 
and works.”

contemporary queer culture, how 
everything we say and do stinks of 
“normalization and the end of 
politics.” Among the targets 
Warner aimed at were a handful 
of queer scribes who, according to 
him, are clogging up queer dis¬ 
course with neoconservative 
blather that is reversing the lega¬ 
cies of the gay movement — “its 
democratic conception of ac¬ 
tivism, its goal of political mobi¬ 
lization, its resistance to the regu¬ 
lation of sex, and its aspiration to 
a queerer world.” Warner’s list of 
prime suspects in this dumbing 
down of queerdom included 
Michelangelo Signorile, 
Gabriel Rotello, Bruce Bawer, 
Andrew Sullivan, Daniel 
Mendelsohn, and Out magazine 
editor Sarah Pettit, whose pub¬ 
lication, Warner suggested, pan¬ 
ders to the modern homosexual 
hunger for anti-intellectualism 
and passive consumerism. 

Last week, The Nation pub¬ 
lished responses by several of the 
aforementioned writers, letters- 
to-the-editor so contentious they 
give the lie to Warner’s notion 
that the post-political age is upon 
us. Yet, if this is the level to which 
political discourse has sunk, who 
can blame those who hunger to 
escape it? How about a few ideas, 
folks? Almost all the written re¬ 
sponses from these supposed cul¬ 
tural wizards were knee-jerk reac¬ 
tions to being labeled neocons, an 


expression that has assumed so 
many meanings in recent years it 
is fast becoming meaningless. Mr. 
Signorile’s letter was essentially a 
laundry list of his liberal creden¬ 
tials: it was he who “co-founded 
Queer Nation” and he who “al¬ 
most single-handedly created the 
firestorm over outing.” Likewise 
Mr. Mendelsohn, who said he 
wouldn’t enumerate his radical 
milestones, but then proceeded to 
do so. Ms. Pettit’s correspondence 
listed queer theorists and acade¬ 
mics whose names have appeared 
in her magazine, thus countering 
charges that Out only caters to 
Sullivan, Bawer, Rotello, et al, but 
her own admission that Out’s 
goal is to “keep people guessing” 
sounded like strategy-speak 
where one wanted intellectual cu¬ 
riosity. 

Rotello’s response was the 
strongest because he engaged 
Warner’s idea of neoconservatism 
head on: “Apparently, since the 
idea of sex without consequence 
plays such a large role in so much 
of queer theory, this has left 
Warner and Co. in a bind. So in¬ 
stead of grappling with the epi¬ 
demiological message — a debate 
I would welcome — Warner sim¬ 
ply declares the messenger a ‘neo- 
con’ and thinks he can call it a 
day.” Doubtless this discussion 
will continue, but at least Rotello 
proves he has the chops to enter 
into it. T 


Metropolis

T here actually is some gay culture beyond cyber-smut on the 
Internet, and the impressive SF-based Queer Arts Resource 
(http://www.queer-arts.org) was out to prove it last Saturday 
at a launch party for their fall programs at the cozy Internet Alfre¬ 
do offices at Seventh at Brannan. The gracious, name-tag-wearing 
hosts escorted the guests, a good mix of wine-sipping art lovers, 
gym bunnies, and cybernerds, to computer terminals tuned in to 
QAR’s hefty virtual exhibitions, which include paintings by 
Catholic, guilt-ridden Mexican artist Nahum B. Zenil, interactive 
digital works by SF’s own Rudy Lemcke (who was in attendance), 
and an interview with Robert Giard, whose portraits of gay and 
lesbian artists are currently on display at the New Main Library. Ac¬ 
tual chatter, however, seemed to outweigh surfing at the event — 
“I’ll look atthe site at home,” was the recurring refrain. A reporter 
from Artweek was there interviewing people about the difference 
between a virtual art opening and a real one. My response was that 
the real one has snacks. 

Among the guests at Saturday’s confab was queer art historian 
Jonathan Katz, who lends the website a lengthy essay on queer 
clues in Robert Rauschenberg’s art and current Guggenheim ret¬ 
rospective. Katz energetically recounted his experiences at the 
Guggenheim’s press preview in New York two weeks ago. Seems he, 
unlike other members of the press, was required to submit ques¬ 
tions to the curators in advance. Katz was so incensed by the mu¬ 
seum's willingness to appease Rauschenberg’s demands to erase gay 
references from the show’s catalogue, that he’s currently writing an 
expose on the topic for a forthcoming issue of Out magazine. You 
can preview the material now at QAR. ▼ .
